Klondike relief expedition sailed from 
The Post-

PORTLAND, Ore., Feb. 5.—Thousands of 
Portland citizens assembled at the Klondike 
docks and on the bridges of the Williamette 
River to-day to view the departure of 
Uncle Sam’s Yukon relief expedition on the 
steamer George W. Elder. 

Brigadier-General H. C. Mermam, com- 
manding the Department of Columbia, re- 
viewed and inspected the detachment of 
military as it filed up the gang plank. 
Squads of infantry and troopers from Fort 
Vancouver paid the departing soldiers mili- 
tary honors. On this boat embarked 63 
men of the expedition, of whom nine ranked 
for first-class passengers and 53 for steer- 
age. Staterooms about the social hall were 
set apart for the officers. Capt. George 
Ruhler, in charge of transportation and 
- quartermaster of the expedition; Capt. D. 
L. Brainard, commissary of subsistence, in 
charge of the distribution of the relief sup- 
plies tq the miners in want; Capt. Bogardis 
Eldridge, with Lieut. E. W. Clark in charge 
of the escort composed of 150 regulars of 
the Fourteenth infantry; Lieut. Franklin 
W. Kemp, assistant surgeon with two en- 
listed men of the hospital corps; Civilian 
Clerk Stanley Y.. Turner. 

Gen, Merriam’s Department Quartermas- 
ter Jacobs had selected the best steerage 

quarterg for the enlisted men. The little 
army presented a picturesque spectacle when 
‘{t entered Portland from Vancouver Bar- 
‘racks, nine miles distant, in heavy march- 
ing order. Each man had a gun, 106 rounds 


of ammunition, a knapsack with tent with 
unjointed poles, clothing, blanket—al] weigh- 
& pounds—packed on his person. This 
ck would stagger an ordinary man, but 
he soldiers selected for the service are the 
finest physical.specimens in this department 
of the regular army. They were chosen for 
the Alas service after critical examina- 
tions and hard training. 

In the last 40 days every Klondike sol- 
dier walked 400 miles bearing the com- 
plete accoutrements to harden him for 
Northern hardships. Hach man also dieted 
on vegetables and meats. There was a 
oCrtine: contrast between the bearing of 
the soldiers and the 100 other passengers 
on the Elder as they bade adieu to friends 
‘and comrades on the dock. The soldiers 
were self-contained and dignified as Spar- 
tans; civilians, as always at Klondike 
wharves, indulged in some walling and 
gnashing of teeth. 

In the hold were 200 tons of freight of 
the expedition—785 bales of hay, 1000 sacks 
of oats and barley, forage for the mule 
pack trains for three months and 9000 com- 
plete rations and subsistence stores for the

@ hundred callers fresh from the Klondike 
within the last few weeks that Dawson 
City enjoys an unhealthy s‘tuation. It has 
no drainage, and fevers and plagues are 
among the possibilities in the summer. In 
the event of such a calamity the relief ex- 
pedition will be fully equipped to be con- 
verted into a hospital corps. 

Dyea, where a new wharf has just been 
‘completed, is the landing ordered for all 
the men and stores of the expedition.

The Cece Snow and Ice Transportation 
Co., which has a “provisional contract” with 
the Secretary of War for hauling some part 
of the relief expedition from Linn Canal. to 
Dawson City, advertises that its snow trains 
will run over the Dalton trail. In the minds 
of people informéd on the Alaskan country 
| there is doubt whether the snow trains will 
run on any trail leading to Dawson, 


Jack Dalton, himself, who was employed 
by the snow-train people to go to Chicago 
and examine their plans and machines and 
submit his opinion, says: ‘Better to try 
my trail in winter with balloons than with 
snow trains. The country is too rough for 
such vehicles. Besides, marshes would havé 
tu be passed over, and these would not be 
frozen on account of the early fall of snow. 
There the snow locomotives would sink 
down out of sight.’’ 


Cyrus Robinson, consulting engineer and 
advance agent of the company, came to 
Portland early in January. He tried to in- 
duce the Portland Chamber of Commerce to 
give the snow train company $400 bonus for 
Starting their expedition from Portland. He 
indicated that a rival city might be chosen 
much to the detriment of Portland if the 
bonus was not given. 


Knowing that the snow train company 
had already announced in the East that 
Portland was the Western terminus, the 
Chamber of Commerce declined to give the 
money demanded. 


From present indications !t is unlikely 
the snow train will carry any of the Gov- 
ernment expedition. In fact, since the fail- 
ure of the first promises of the promoters 
to materialize Gen. Merriam has determined 
to carry all provisions with the mule train 
and reindeer. 


The snow-train promoters expected to seil 
200 tickets at $200 each on the start and 
thereby create a ready fund of $40,000 which, 
with the bonus from Portland, would have 
been suffic'ent to put the experimental 
train cn the trail. 

The ticket which the Snow Co. sells 
bears the gueerest contract in the annals 
of transportation. On the part of the Snow 
and Ice Co. it guarantees only that the 
company shall “exert all reasonable en- 
deayors to operate gaid locomotives and 
cars to Dawson City. If not finally suc- 
cessful, the company shall not be liable to 
the ticket holder for a failure to reach 
Dawson City. nor to refund any of the 
money paid by the ticket holder.” 

But in case the passenger fails to work 
when called upon by the men of the train 
to assist in promoting its progress, he shal) 
forfeit to the Snow and Ice Transportation 
Co. $100 in addition to the $200 already paid, 
and his baggage may be held for this pay- 
ment.

MILLIONAIRE TELFAIR A TRAME, 


NAMELESS FOR SEVEN MONTHS, 


Wonderful life 
story of the in- 
ventor of the ep- 


ilepsoro. 
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Death, Was Knocked Senseless in Chicago, Wandered 
as a Tramp, Now Heading a Millionaire 
Company to Work His Machine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 5.—This Is the story 
of Telfair, the South African millionaire; 
Telfair, business associate of Cecil Rhodes 
and the late \“Barney” Barnato; Telfair, 
the inventor of the wonderful epilepsoro, 
the electrical mining machine; Telfair, the 
fugitive from the Transvaal; Telfair, the 
tramp, who for seven months was ignorant 
of his own name; Telfair, the promotor, 
who is now at the head of a million dollar 
mining company planning to lure gold from 
the hills of Georgia by electricity and 
atomic movesnent. 

Telfair has offices in Olean, N. Y., 
Charleston, W. Va., and Atlanta, Ga., and 
is now in Atlanta building a $50,000 epilep- 
soro, which, he expects, will soon develop 
a Klondike on 136 acres of mining property 
in Cherokee County, Georgia, fivé miles 
northeast of Woodstock Station. «;) 

There is to be a trial of the TeMa'‘r in- 
vention within a short time and this prop- 
erty and the inventor and his backers are 
convinced that it will yield a fortune to all 
interested. 

One bitter cold night about a year ago 
a tattered and shivering tramp, half dead 
from hunger and exposure, applied for 
jodging at police headquarters, Olean. 
There was a mark of a severe blow upon 
his forehead. and the seemed dazed. He 
passed the night in a cell. In the morning 
he was taken before Chief_of Police Mat- 
thew Hart,’ who saw at once that the 
stranger was no ordinary trasnp, and took 
him home. After three or four days of 
nursing the tramp seemed to recover his 
mental faculties and made this statement; 

“I think my name is Charles Brown, but 
am not sure. I cannot- remember very well, 
but a few months ago I regained con- 
sciousness in a Chicago sanitarium, and a 
man present who guve his name as Robert 
J. Cresap of Cincinnati said my mame was 
Charles Brown; that I was his partner; that 
I bad $600,000 and $15,000 in un- 
divided . profits; that I had been 
‘slugged’ and robbed of $10,000 on Kinzie 
street. The doctor afterward told me that 
Cresap bad brought me there. Cresap 
visited me many times and gave orders 
that no expense be spared in caring for me.”’ 

Continuing the tramp told a long story 
about his wanderings from that time until 
his arrival at Olean. 

Chief Hart, who has considerable of the 
Good Samaritan in his makeup, began in-

T. Co to construct a car with glass 
sides, in which Missouri could make its 
dairy display without danger of the but- 
ter melting.

ALMOST CAME IN COLLISION. 


The Wilhelm Was Pulled Off, but La 
Bretagne Is Still Hard 
Aground.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The Kaiser Wil- 
helm is lying in the lower bay undergoing 
a critical examination. The La Bretagne is 
near by stuck fast in the mud. Both are 
happy in the knowledge that good luck 
alone permits them to be afloat. 

The ships with the usual list of passen- 
gers, left their docks in the early afternoon 
bound out. In the lower bay some buoys 
had been moved, and the ship’s pilots 
hesitated. The tide was running out swift, 
and in a few moments the ships were fast 
drifting together. In an effort to avert a 
serious collision the ships swung out of the 
channel, and then both hit bottom. Tugs 


were sent to their relief and succeeded in 
pulling off the Kaiser Wilhelm, which pro- 
ceeded to a safe anchorage to undergo ex- 
amination. It is not thought the ship is 
injured badly, and the voyage may be con- 
tinued in the morning. The La Bretagne 
is hard aground, but not in a dangerous 
position. A dense fog hangs over her, but 
the sea is not annoying, and the ship’s 
officers hope to get her off on the next 
tide.

Draft on Cashier Bergesch Protested 
and Directors of the Commercial 
Bank Met and Considered 
the Matter.

The failure of Charles W. Bergesch, late 
cashier of the Commercial Bank to meet a 
pecuniary obligation to the woman who 
jilted him, led to the filing of a suit against 
him in the Circuit Court yesterday. 

Mrs, John A, Blauré@ck of New York 
wants judgment against the ex-bank cash- 


ier for $7620. 
The petition alleges that on May 27, 1897, 


Mrs. Beaurock gave Bergesch six $1000 
bonds pf the Citizens’ Railway Co., to be 
sold and returns to be made to her within 
90 days. 

Mrs. Beaurock, who now romans wn New 
York, was formerly well known ip North 
St. Louis society. She was Map Christine 
Spengler, daughter of the “late Tobias 
Spengler, founder of the Bremen Brewery. 

The bonds now in litigation were a por- 
tion of her share of her father’s estate. 

The Spenglers and Bergesches were close 
friends, and Charles Bergesch was a fre- 
quent caller at the Spengler residence at 
14388 East Grand avenue. 

At the time the bond transaction at issue 
took place it was understood by friends 
of both families that Bergesch and Miss 
Spengler were engaged. Bergesch mentioned 
his engagement to several of his acquaint- 
ances, among them his employer, Willian 
Nichols, President of the Commercial Bank, 

According to information in the hands of 
Mrs. Blaurock’s attorneys, she loaned three 
of the bonds to Bergesch on May 27 last, 


with the understanding that he was to use , 


them for speculative purposes, but would 
be responsible for their full value if his 
plans failed. In case the speculation was 
successful he was to get half of the profits. 
According to Mrs. Blaurock’s statement of 
her verbal agreement with Bergesch he was 
to return the bonds or their face value in 
90 days, 

The ninety days passed and there was 
no return. Instead Bergesch, according to 
Mrs. Blaurock, told her that unless she 
gave him three more of the bonds those 
already surrendered would be lost. 

All went well until John A. Blaurock ap- 
peared on the scene from New York. He 
was representing a bicycle firm. He had 
a winning way that secured for him an 
entry into North St. Loujs society. 

He opened a school for bicyclists in con- 
nection with his business, and Miss Speng- 
ler was among his pupils. 

They had beeg acquainted a compara- 
tively short timA&A when their engagement 
Was announced st September, and the 
gossips wondered how Bergesch came to be 
sidetracked. 

Miss Spengler end Blaurock were mar- 
ried Nov. 2, 1897, and left at once for New 


ork. 

Attorneys Collins and Jamison are in 2oe 
session of several letters written to er- 
gesch by Mrs. Blaurock in demand of the

On Dec. 14 there was a peculiar scene at 
the Commercial Bank. Mr. and Mrs. Blau- 
rock, who had arrived that morning from 
New York, went there and had a long talk 
with Bergesch. They demanded the return 
of the bonds. Mrs. Blaurock’s attorney says 
Bergesch told his former @ancee and her 
husband that he would havVe the bonds or 
their equivalent at the bank at 2 p. m. 

At that hour the couple returned and 
Bergesch asked for more t'me, He con- 
sented to sign an acknowledgement of his 
indebtedness to Mrs. Blaurock. 

The original of the acknowledgement its 
in possession of Attorney Collins. It reads: 

This is to certify that the undersigned has 

heretofore on the 27th day of May, 1897, re- 
ceived of Mrs. €C. Blavrock six first mortgage 
bonds of the Citizens’ Rallway Co. of the face 
value of $1000 each, which the wmndersigned 
hereby agrees to return to Mrs. Blaurock of 
their cash value. Cc. W. BERGESCH. 

The Blaurocks say they gave Mr.Bergesch 
to understand they would expect payment 
not later than Jan. 1. 

Shortly after that date they placed their 
claim in the hands of Collins & Jamison, 
who advised Mr. Blaurock to draw on Ber- 
gesch for the amount. 

On Jan. 18 Mrs. Blaurock deposited with 
her New York bank a draft on Bergesch 
for $7620. It was forwarded to the State 
Bank of St. Louis, 

t was sent back with the tndoreement: 
*“‘Protested on account of refusal to pay. 
B. H. Charles, Notary.” 

Accompanying it was the official protest, 
signed by officers of the bank. 

One week later Bergesch’s resignation as 
cashier of the Commercial Bank was ac- 
cepted. 

President William Nichols of the bank 
was asked last night by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter whether the protesting of Mrs. 
Blaurock’s draft led to the severance cf 
Bergesch’s relations with the institution. 

“Mr. Bergesch resigned,” he replied. “I 
can only say that I learned of the protest- 
ing of the draft and obtained a statement 
from Mr. Bergesch. I then held a consul- 
tation with directors of the bank,. after 
which Mr. Bergesch’s resignation was sub- 
mitted and accepted.

SCANDAL DEVELOPING IN THE 
WAR RECORD BUREAU AT 


¥ 
FUNDS DIVERTED IN MANY WAYS 


Important Records Suppressed En- 
tirely and Useless Documents 
Piled Up in Cart Loads, 


Geerial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Twenty years’ 
time and $2,500,000 in money have thus far 
been given to publishing the War Records. 
Secretary Alger, in his annual report, states 
that 20 more volumes will complete the 
 sampeone It is now proposed to curtail 
he work and allow only six volumes for 


the remaining documents. This is to be 
done in the interest of economy and to save 
a few thousand dollars after millions have 
been thrown away by being diverted to 
other uses, 

The War Record Bureau has long been & 
subterfuge for all kinds of expenditures. 
The funds: appropriated for its maintenance 
have been utilized in performing other 
work. This has continued until a great 
seandal has developed. Even Congress is 
now hesitating as to whether additional 
funds shall be donated for misapplication, 

All the old soldiers’ organizations are tak- 
ing steps to bring the scandal of the War 
Records Bureau to the attention of Con- 
gress. This originates in the dissatisfac- 
tion of the veterans because they under- 
stand that the records Ae op to the ar- 
rest, trial and execution of Capt. Henry 
Wirz, the Andersonville prison keeper, will 
be suppressed. 

Those records would explain how 13,000 
Union prisohers out of 40,000 died in that 
pr'son within eight months. 


For several years some fifteen clerks were 
engaged in indexing the Confederate arch- 
ives, then under the Adjutant General. An- 
other party, varying from 7 to 15, under dil- 
‘rection of an army officer, have been en-

HE WAS 60 YEARS OF AGE. 


THROWN TO THE SIDEWALK AND 
HIS NECK WAS BROKEN 
BY THE FALL. 


HIS BODY IS IN THE MORGUE. 


fe Was a Peddler of Polish and a Fa- 
miliar Character on All the 
Downtown Streets. 


‘A banana peel and a broken neck! 

Instant death from a slip on the pavement 
| has rarely, if ever, been recorded. 
But this combination of circumstances tells 
tthe sfrange and tragic story of one body 
mow occupying a slab at the Morgue. 

George T. Bowles, an aged peddler, was 
‘| passing along Sixth and Market streets yes- 
/terday afternoon. His pace was slow and 

his head bent forward from the habit of 


carrying a weight on his shoulders. 
The skin of a banana lay upon the pave- 
‘! ment. The old man stepped upon it and his 
feet flew away from under. is stout body 
came down upon the walk heavily, but his 
face struck the granite sidewalk first and 
those who chanced to be near heard a pe- 
culiar sound, like the age 3 of a whip, 
The old man lay motionless. urrying pe- 
destrians paused to Jook at the fallen figure 
and then wondered why it did not move 


again. 

The crowd grew saaper. By and by help- 
ing hands dragged the prostrate body to 
the wall and propped it up. Strangely 
enough, the head fell forward, and the 
lower jaw lay uper the breast. 

It was a ghastly sight, but nobody there 
supposed it was death. They laughed and 
joked at the old man, and remarked to one 
another on the deepness of his potations. 
They thought he was drunk. 

A discerning policeman at last presumed 
the man was hurt and turned in a call for 
an ambulance. The body was hurried to 
the ye § Dispensary, and there laid upon 
the table for examination. 

But George Bowles was dead. The sud- 
denness With which he had been plunged 
upon his face by tthe banana peel had 
broken his neck as completely as though 
severed by a cleaver. That was the whip- 
like sound the pedestrians had heard when 
the old man fell forward. ‘i‘iat was the 
reason his head wobbled so when they 

ropped him up against the wall and 
faaghed at what they supposed was an 
unusual depth of drunkenness. 

The physicians at the dispensary could 
give no l'fe to the worn-out and broken body 
of the old man, s0 they put away their in- 
siruments. 

George Bowles had been Many years a 
peddler and his figure was ‘well known in 
certain portions of the city which he fre- 
quented with regularity. He sold stove pol- 
ish for the Klipstein Chemical Co., 1600 
Franklin avenue, and eked out barely a liv- 
ing from this constant tramping over the 
town. 

Those who saw him at the Morgue re- 
marked on ‘the s‘ze of his head. It was un- 
aomasy large and covered with a heavy 
growth of iron-gray hair. He wore a gray 
mustache and an imperial and bore the ém- 
press of a soldier. 

Bowles came here when he was broken 
in health, far advanced in years, and so 
' deeply the grasp of his insatidte friend, 
aicohol, that his hopes for starting anew 
in the business world were soon Granted. 
The best blood of Kentucky bore him evi- 
dence that he was of worthy progeny. He 
had two scars on his body that he re- 
ceived in the ride of Morgan’s men around 
Cincinnati. After the war he went to New 
York, and for mary years was one of the 
most popular salesmen in the South for the 
wealthy house of Lord & Taylor. His dis- 
Sipated habits lost him this position when 
he was receiving a salary of $5000 a year. 
He occupied other but not nearly so lucra- 
tive positions afterwards, and the last 
four years of his life were spent as a ped- 
dler of polish for saloon fixtures. 


FOUND DUMRAUF GUILTY.

MORE WRECKS FOUND. 


Disasters. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Feb. §5.—The shore 
boats which fish on Middle Bank bring news 
of the wreck of at least two large craft, 


which probably foundered during the gale. 
Capt. Julius Anderson of the schooner Lot- 
tie Haskins reports that Thursday morning, 
when 25 miles east-southeast of Eastern 
Point, he saw a large pile of floating wre-k- 
age. He picked up two medicine chests and 
other wreckage. The chests were not those 
of fishing vessels and have no marks which 
would give a clew to the identity of the ves- 
sel to which they belonged. 

Capt. Harty of the schooner Rienzi also 
Saw large quantities of wreckage in the 
same vicinity, and says tha: it undoubtedly 
belonged to a large craft. Friday morning 
he fell in with and passed the whiocle side 
of a large vessel. 

It is possible that there may be another 
vessel wrecked at Dolliver’s Neck. To-day 
while searchers were at work a drailboard 
was found on which R—Portl—could be de- 
ciphered, although the letters had pried off. 
It is generally supposed that other craft 
besides the Holmes Marcellus and’ George 
W. Jewctt foundered at this point, and the 
large amount of wreckage seems to indicate 
that this was the case. It is thought that 
the wreck of an unknown craft, about 80 
tons, which disappeared from the harbor 
in the storm lies at this point. Capts. W.

PARIS, Feb. 5.—‘They will see,”’ said M. 
Zola to a Post-Dispatch correspondent, in 
speaking about his trial. “France is not 
yet under martial law. That is all 1 can 
say now.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent nears 
from a person very close to the great novel- 
ist that his defense at the trial, which 
begins on Tuesday, will be as follows: ; 

He will first show that all the continental 
Embassies in Paris, without exception, de- 
nied most solemnly that they ‘had anything 
to do with Dreyfus or the documents re- 
ferred to in the Bordereau. His next eim 
will be directed against the non-judicial 
nature of the Dreyfus court-martial and 
will show that no evidence was produced 
before the court arrived at its decision, ex- 
cept the evidence of the graphologists, 
three of whom were in favor of identifying 
the handwriting and two aguinst. 

Zola’s trump card, however, if he succeeds 
in playing it will be the arraignment of Col. 
Clam, the head of the Intelligence Branh 
of the War Office. In that connection, 
Zola will prove that Esterhazy not only 
had something to do witn the concoction of 
the Bordereau, but had been throughout 
the shadow and cats paw of Clam, who, 
owing to the undeniable leakage of late 
years in the Ministry of War, had to find 
a scapegoat for the carelessness for which 
Clam as Chief was responsible.

The call states that the solving of the 
problem of just arrangements in the pro- 
duction and distribut‘on of wealth neces- 
sitates the coming together in convention of 
representatives of organized labor to secure 
closer union. between advocates of labor 
reform, to “‘adopt an efficient system of re- 
sisting the encroachment of the judiciary 
upon the liberties of the people and to 
abolish government by injunction.’”’ 

It is also proposed to consider the po- 
litical situation in relation to the interests 
of the producers and to impress upon the 
American people the importance of the sys- 
tem of direct legislation. 

The basis of representation will be one 
delegate from each organ‘zation. 

The call has been sent to the trades 
unions, Social Democracy of America 
branches, Single Tax societies, Knights of 
Labor, labor exchanges, socialist sections, 
co-operative colonies, anti-fus‘on Populist 
clubs, Patriots of America, direct legisla- 
tion societies, Brotherhood Co-Operative 
Commonwealth, farmers’ organizations. 


NOT LICENSED IN ARKANSAS. 


Peculiar Complication in Regard to 
Some Fire Losses.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 56.—An inter- 
esting trial took place to-day before Justice 
Henry Nowlin. Arthur Bell of New York, 
who was arrested charged with violating 
the State insurance laws, was placed on 
trial, and after a bitter legal contest the 
jury disagreed, all but two members being 
for conviction. 

Mr. Bell is an insurance adjuster who ar- 
rived in Little Rock last Tuesday to adjust 
the fire luss of the Little Rock Oil and De- 
linting Co., which was damaged to the ex- 
tent of $14,000 on Jan. 22. Bell is charged 
with representing the following com- 
panies, none of which- are licensed under 
the laws of the State to do business in 
the State: Insurance Co. of State of 
New York, Globe Fire Insurance Co., Co- 
lonial Fire Insurance Co., New York Fire 
Insurance Co., Merchants’ and Manufactur- 
ers’, Empire City Fire Insurance Co., 
Northern and Broadway Insurance Co. of 
New York.

DIED WHILE ON DUTY 


SIX BOSTON FIREMEN FALL TO 
INSTANT DEATH IN A BIG 
BUILDING. 


FOUR MORE WERE INJURED. 


The Building They Were Trying to 
Save Crumbled Into a Heap With- 


out a Sound of Warning. 


BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 5.—Six firemen, in- 
cluding a district chief, a captain and a 
lieutenant were killed at a fire here this 
morning which burned out the interior of 
a five-story building on Merrimac street, 
occupied by G. W. Bent & Co. 

The dead are: 

JOHN F. EGAN. District Chief. 

JAMES VICTORY, Captain Engine Cos. 
39 and 38. 

GEORGE J. GOTWALD, Lieutenant En- 
gine Co. 32. | 

PATRICK H. DISKEN, hoseman,

ruins, but they escaped with more or less 
serious injuries.

The fire started in the rear of the 
fourth story. The firemen had entered 
a window and were at work on the 
fourth floor when the roof collapsed, tearing 
away the top floor and the one on which 
the firemen were engaged, burying them be- 
neath the wreck. 

The alarm was sounded at 3:58. The build- 
ing wag filled with the most inflammable 
materials. It was joined on the east by a 
three-story tenement, on the west was sep- 
arated by a narrow alley from a similar 
structure, while in the rear of the tenement 
house on South Margin street is a narrow 
light well. 

So quickly did the flames spread to the 
fourth and fifth stories that within a few 
minutes the three upper stories rear and 
the third story front were a seething fur- 
nace of flames, and there was no prospect 
that the firemen would be able to save any- 
thing above the second story. 

The fire was nearly under control at the 
time of the accident. The men of engine 7 
were on the fourth-floor and of engines 38 
and 39 on the second floor when the rear sec- 
tion of the roof collapsed, carrying down 
protions of all the floors through the base- 
ment and burying the firemen beneath a 
great mass of debris. A hasty canvass of 
the members of the department showed 
ten men were missing. The first man to be 
taken out was Edward Shay, who was 
found about 40 feet from the front of the 
building on the extreme west, pinned be- 
tween the timber, about midway between 
the first and second floors, having fallen 
from the fifth floor. As he was taken out 
he said to those who were removing h'm: 
“Don't bother about mers Get the other 
fellows that are in there.’”’ 

Capt. Garrity was found within a few 
feet of Shay, pinned under some heavy iim- 
bers. and was brought out in a semi-con- 
scious condition. Tom Conroy was pinned 
under some timbers which held his legs in 
such a manner that timbers had to be 
sawed through before he could be released. 
Next Phil Doherty of Engine 7 was taken 
out. He was apparently the wost injured 
of the lot. His left leg was ufterly useless, 


LESS THAN THE AVERAGE. 


Wheat Acreage in Missouri Is 24 Per 
Cent Shert. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. F 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 6.—Recent re- 
ports received here by the Missouri State 
Experiment Station show a reduction in 
wheat acreage from last season of 24 per 
cent. Present acreage, 1,084,000 acres. Con- 
dition for the State, 76 per, cent, against 
51 per cent reported in November. The 
Northeast section is now estimated at 73 
per cent, against 38 in November. The 
northwest at 84, against 68. The central at 
78, against 58. The southwest at 72, against 
49 and the southeast at 76, against 46. ‘‘In 
some instances ‘the grain that for want of 
moisture did not germinate in the fall, has 
since sprouted and is growing finely. In 
the north and northwest parts of the State 
snow has afforded good protection and in 
other sections increased precipitation has 
improved conditions and prepared the 
ground for a vigorous growth of the plant 
when spring opens. However, the decreased 
acreage and the general condition does not 
promise an average yield for the State.”’

MIXED UP IN GRABLE’S 
SPECULATIVE SCHEMES. 


HE WAS TO BE THE ATTORNEY. 


The Idea Seems to Have Been to Use 
the Name to Attract Investors 
to the Enterprise. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—More new names 
came to light to-day that Francis C, Grable 
has used to attract small investors to his 
Western boom schemes. They were shown 
to Cashier William J. Quinlan when he was 
induced to “loan’’ $201,500 of the Chemical 
National Bank’s money to Grable. 

The parti@plarly shining ones among them 
were those of Abner McKinley, brother of 
President McKinley, and Gen. A. B. Net- 
tleton, one of the heroes of the late war, 
and Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 


under President Harrison. Both of these 
gentlemen are in business in New York. 
Gen. Nettleton became President of the 
Interstate Land and Cana] Co. when it was 
organized by Grable, and Mr. McKinley's 
name appeared as “attorney for the com- 


pany. i 

“T will tell you,” said Mr. McKinley, ‘‘all 
about it. I knew young Wade Chance, who 
comes from our home town, Canton, O. He 
is Mr. Grable’s private secretary. He came 
to me and asked me if I would accept 4 
retainer to be counsel for the company in 
which he was employed. I said: Bring 
along the retainer, and if the company s all 
right I'll take care of whatever law business 
it may have.’ But I haven’t had any re- 
tainer and I am not counsel, as far as I 
know. That's all there is to it. 

George Williams, President of the Chem- 
ical ational Bank, when asked to-day 
whether there were any further develop- 
ments in the Quinlan-Silver-Grable matter, 
said: ‘“‘We have been perfectly frank in 
taking the public into our confidence and 
telling them of our losses through Mr. Quin- 
lan’s loans. It is no more than right that 
the public should look at the other side of 
the account, which is that our profits the 
past year were over $1,100,000, and that we 
can soon make up these losses and have still 
a handsome investment for the fortunate 
stockholders.” Mr. Williams added that this 
will be the last communication he will give 
the press.

of the Louisiana Purchase. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Congressman Bartholdt 
introduced a bill in the House this afternoon author- 
izing the Mississippi Valley International Exposi- 
tion Co., to hold an Exposition in St. Louls some 
tame in 1903 to Commemorate the 100th anniversary 
of the Louisiana purchase. The bill appropriates 
$250,000 for a Government Exhibit and provides all 
details of the headimg of the exposition shall be left 


[to the Mississippi Valley International Exposition 


Co., which is to be speedily organized in St. Loués. 
In detail the bill follows the line of the measure au- 
thorizing an exposition at Omaha. The treaty: of 


the Louisiana Purchase was ratified Sept 20, 1903, 
but in his ll Mr. Bartholdt leaves the date for the 
opening of the Exposition blank so that the time 
ean be fixed by the exposition company, not yet 
organized. ‘‘Because of the weather’’ Said Mr. Bar- 
tholdt ‘“‘It may be advisable to hold the Exposition 
in the latter half of the year instead of the first.”’ 
For that reason no time for opening is fixed. Mr. 
Bartholdt said further that the bill is indorsed by 
the Business Men’s League, the Exposition directors 
and all the Merchants and prominent citizens of St. 
Louis when he was out home last. Mr. Bartholdt 
conferred with many persons interested in the plan 
and found sentiment so uhanimous in its favor that 
he at once prepared the measure presented in the 
House to-day. ' 

Congressman Bartholdt's bill for the centennial 
anniversary of the Louisiana purchase by an inter- 
national exposition at St. Louis in 1903, which was 
introduced to-day, covers fully the details of the 
plan. Section 2 provides that all articles imported 
from foreign countries for the sole purpose of ex- 
hibition shall be admitted free of duty. 

Section 3 authorizes government exhibits from all 
the various departments, while section 4 gives au- 
thority to the Secretary of the Treasury to erect a 
building on the site selected for the exposition for 
the purpose of housing government exhibits, the 
cost of the structure not to exceed $75,000. 

Section 6 provides that the entire cosi of the Gov- 
ernment building and exhibits shall not excecd 
$250,000, the amount appropriated in the bill. 

Section 6 provides for the appointment of a Gov- 
ernment commission, whose members shall receive 
no compensation, except traveling and ordinary ex. 
penses of subsistence while on duty. : 

Section 7 authorizes the Mississippi Valley In- 
ternational Exposition Co. to give medals to exhibi- 
tors, while the last section, No, & expressly de- 
clares that the United States shall not be liable for 
any indebtedness incurred by the exposition com-

JAPANESE MAY BE CITIZENS, 


One Result That Would Follow the Annexation of 


the Hawaii Islands. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—In view of the ques- 
tion that has been raised as to the correctness 
of the conclusion reached by the officiala of the 
State Department who have been éngaged in the 
negotiations with the Japanese Government as to 
the status of Japanese in Hawail, after annexation 
is completed, further inquiry was made to-day to 
ascertain the ground for the statement that the 
Japanese, unless there wae ligistation to the con- 
trary by Congress, would be entitled to the privi- 
leges of naturalization, if they so desired, and are 
otherwise able to meet the requirements of the 
law. 

The officials naturally are reluctant to discuss 
publicly a question of this kind, which must be 
hypothetical, in advance of the disposition of the 
pending annexation treaty, and moreover, are in- 
disposed to be put in the position of laying down 
legal principles. But, in substance, their contention 
is that under the laws, as they exist to-day, Japan- 
ese in the United States are entitled to naturaliza- 
tion. The latest view of the department is, as 
stated, that the Japanese may apply for naturaliza- 
tion. The law seems to limit naturalization to 
white persons and persons of African descent, but 
it was plainly a piece of patchwork, and an exact 
application of the test of language to it would not, 
it is held, serve the real purpose of its authors. 
There has not up to this time, it is said, been any 
expression of opinion on the part of the court of last 
resort, the United States Supreme Court, and un- 
til such an opinion shall have been called forth 
the question cannot be regarded as settled. When 
that opinion is rendered, of course, the a 
of State will be bound by it, and meanwhile it has 
no desire to pose as a usurper w¢ the rights of the 
judicial branch of the Government. 

As for the conditions that will arise under the 
new treaty with Japan, that goes into effect in 
1899, the department holds that it confers upon 
the Japanese the rights of favored nations in all 
matters. While there does not as yet exist any 
naturalization wey lyre Japan and the United 
States, this cannot regarded as a bar to natural- 
ization, for there are no sucig treaties existing with 
a number of countries, the citizens of which are 
admitted to United States citizenship upon com- 
pliance with the laws.

Rev. Mr. Tomkins is pastor of the West 
Park Baptist Mission, and he boarded with 
the family of E. M. Peabody, 6091 Page 
boulevard, until his mind failed him com- 
pletely. 

On January 4 Mr, Tomkins went down to 
Carondelet to see some church workers. 
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REV. ROBERT D. TOMKINS. 


He entered a restaurant on Primm street 
and gave an order. He filled up his cup of 


coffee with vinegar and tobasco sauce and 

then drank the mixture. He hit the table 
with his fist and proclaimed that the world 
was coming to an end in just 30 minutes, 

The proprietor called a policeman ‘and 
the reverend gentleman was removed to 
the City Hospital for observation. 

There it was thought he was temporarily 
deranged from overwork. His brother-in- 
law, . W. B. Morgan, 4200 North Grand 
avenue, took him from the ‘hospital and 
treated him at his own home. Mr. Tomkins 
had delusions of persecution and he imuag- 
ined that Dr. Morgan and other members 
of the family wanted to kill him. In or- 
der to escape the imaginary enemies he 
watched his chance and when unobserved 
he a window on the second floor and 
‘leaped out. His right leg was fractured and 
his back was wrenched, 

Dr. Morgan feared to keep him longer fn 
his residence and had him again forwarded 
to the City Hospital. He remained there 
but a few days when, at the request of 
relatives and members of ‘his congregation, 
he was again removed, this time to the 
Mayfield Sanitarium. 

He was a raving maniac when he was re- 
ceived there, and it required three or four 
attendants to hold him on his bed. His 
ravings were terrible. 

“I have died a thousand deaths for the 
world,” he would shout, “and yet the peo- 
ple refuse to be saved. I have descended 
to the bottommost pits of hell and have 
fought and overcome the arch fiend. I 
have wrested the keys from him and yet 
the ple refuse to come out and be 
saved. All of the untold tortures that I 
have euffered ‘have availed me naught.

Pastor of St. Agnes’ Church 
Dies in New Orleans. 


LEFT HERE IN POOR HEALTH. 


SUCCUMBED TO A SURGICAL OP- 
ERATION AT THE SISTERS’ 
HOSPITAL. 


LOVED BY ALL WHO KNEW HIM. 


His Last Words Were: “‘May the Will 
of God Be Done,” as He Was 
Placed on the Operat- 
ing Table. 


Rev. Father Constahtine Smith, one of the 
best known and most scholarly priests in 
the West, pastor of St. Agnes’ Church, at 
Sidney and Salena streets, in this city, died 
in New Orleans at the Sisters’ Hospital at 
noon yesterday, after a surgical oper- 
ation. 

Rev. Father Phelan, editor of the Western 
Watchman, was advised a few days ago of 
a proposed dangerous operation for the re- 
moval of an internal tumor, and Saturday 
night received a telegram announcing the 
learned clergyman’s death. 

Father Smith had been in poor health for 
more than a year, though he continued in 
charge of his church until three weeks ago. 
On the advice of local physicians he then 


decided to take a trip through the South. 
He went from here to New Orleans, carry- 
ing a letter from Archbishop Kain, recom- 
mending him to the esteem of the bishops 
in whose diocese be might sojourn. 

It was his intention to visit all of the 
prominent clergy in the South. After a 
few days in New Orleans he left for Flor- 
ida, intending to visit various health resorts 
there. His health: did not improve in 
Fiorida and a week ago he returned to New 
Orleans. 

Last Tuesday, after a consultation of 
learned physicians at the Sisters’ Hospital, 
it was decided that an operation might save 
the clergyman. It had been discovered that 
a tumor had formed in the stomach, which 
the physicians said would have resulted fa- 
taliy in a short time. 

The telegram to Rev. Father Phelan 
Ssta‘es that Father Smith mounted ‘the ope- 
rating table unassisted, saying: ‘‘May the 
will of God be done.’’ 

He never rallied from the shock, dying at 
12:30 p. m., - 

Immediate arrangements were made for 
the removal of the remains to this city. 
They wil] arrive this evening at 7:30 p. m. 
via the Illinois Central Railway. 

The dead priest was born in Covan, Ire- 
land, in 1839. His mother’s family Was very 
wealthy and at his death Father Smith was 
possessed of a large estate in Ireland. He 
was ordained on June 28, 1832, by Archb‘shop 
Kenrick. For 15 years he ‘was an assistant 
at St. John’s Churadh, after which he was 
assigned to the Assumption,

Philip Steinmuller Must Be 
gin Life Anew. 


WAS NINE MONTHS IN PRISON. 


JURY FINDS HIM NOT GUILTY OF 
THE MURDER OF JOHN F. 
W. DETTE. 


FRIENDS HASTEN TO AID HIM. 


Affecting Scene in Judge Zachritz’s 
' Courtroom When the Unfortunate 
Man Was Restored to His 
Brave Little Wife. 


The trial of Philip Steinmueller for the 
murder of John F. W. Dette developed what 
was in some respects a remarkable tragedy. 

A case of self-defense was clearly made 
out, though the prosecution endeavored to 
convict him of murder in the first degree, 
Ex-Gov. Johnson being retained by the 
wealthy widow of the deceased to send his 
slayer to the gallows if possible. 

Although fhe evidence was that the de- 
ceased was the aggressor and Steinmueller 
fired the fatal shot in self-defense, the case 
showed the dangerous folly of making idle 


threats. Steinmueller’s own words, spoken 
in anger, meaningless as they were, brought 
him nearer to the shadow of the gallows 
aap the physical facts of the tragedy it- 
self. 

Smarting under frequent provocation, 
Steinmueller had said on three occasions 
that he would kill old man Dette the first 
chance he got. This was proved by three 
witnesses, who were unimpeached. Many 
a man has spoken such words in anger with- 
out meaning them seriously. It was shown 
that Dette armed himself and returned to 
the scene of the former difficulty for the 
purpose of renewing it, and was thus the ag- 
gressor. It was shown that Steinmueller 
was not even armed when Dette began to 
shoot, Nevertheless the fact that he had 
made threats to kill Dette, and that he did 
subsequently kill him, gave the State’s case 
al) the strength it possessed. 

The case also brought out the evil which 
can be done by the tongue of a mischief- 
maker, and tale-bearer, the immediate 
cause of the tragedy. 

John F. W. Dette, although 70 years old, 
Was as good physicaily as a man in his 
prime. He was 6 feet 8 inches high, 
weighed 180 pounds, was of large, muscular 
frame, and in perfect health and vigor. 

Philip Steinmueller kept a small bakery 
at 5097 Arsenal street, and lived on the 
yremises with his wife and 6-year-old son. 

e rented from Dette, who lived in a house 
on the same lot, the premisés being divided 
by an alley. He had a five-year lease of the 
premises at a rental of $20 a month. Three 


fort was made to show that Dette wanted 
to get rid of Steinmueller because he had 
been offered $30 a month for the place. 
Another tenant. a man nameu Byer, oc- 
cupied a part of the Steinmueller house. 
The two families quarreled and Dette un- 
dertook to take a hand in their troubles. 
He was in the habit of entering the prem- 
ises by the alley gate. teinmueller ob- 
jected to his landlord coming on the place 
at will, He put a lock on the gate and 
Dette broke down the gate. 

On tthe morning of the tragedy Stein- 
mueller took counsel of Martin & Bass, 
and tried to get a police summons against 
his landlord, but for some reason it was 
not issued. He was advised that the had 
a right to put a lock on his gate, and Col. 
John I. Martin gave him a letter to whom 
it might concern, notifying al] persdédns to 
keep off the premises or they would be 
prosecuted as trespassers. 

Steinmueller went home and was putting 
a new lock on the gate when Mrs. Byer 
ran over to Dette’s to tell him the news. 
Over came Dette, post haste, armed with 
an axe. Mrs. Dette was with him, armed 
with a hatchet. They assailed the gate. 
smashing it into three pieces. A servant 
man named Gabelman undertook to be 
peacemaker, and showing Dette the letter, 
beeged him to desist. 

Dette continued to belabor the gate, and 
Ste'nmueller struck him on the arm, caus- 
ing him to drop the ax, and he disarmed 
Mrs. Dette by the same means. Dette 
rushed at him and he knocked him down. 
Dette ran across the lot to his house, and 
in a minute or two returned and, saying, 
‘“‘Now, I am ready for you,” fired at Stein- 
mueller. 

Mrs. Ste'nmueller, anticipating trouble, 
had brought out her husband’s revolver 
and given it to Gabelman. After Dette 
shot once Steinmueller got the pistol from 
Gabelman and fired, killing Dette. 
Steinmueller was arrested, and for nine 
months lay in jail awaiting trial. He was 
unable to give the $10,000 bond required. He 
was a poor man, who made a bare lI'ving 
from his little bakery. Deprived of her 
support, Mrs. Steinmueller bravely faced 
the world. She took in washing and sew- 


ing, and in every way earned a scanty and 
precarious living for herself and boy. 
every day she was 
cheerful. consoling her husband and cheer- 
ing his days of confinement by indulging in 
roseate hopes of the future.

At the trial the courageous woman was 
daily, never adding to his 


The State’s case rested on the testimony 


of three witnesses, who proved the threats 


to kill made by the defendant, and by an 
effort to prove that there was deliberation 
and lying in wait, the elements essential.to 
a conviction of murder in the first degree 
by the evidence of Mra. Byer. 

The evidence of the widow Dette was that 
her husband went to the house and return- 
ing with his pistol, he and Steinmueller met 
and fired almost simultaneously. She left 
at least a doubt as to who fired first, and 
came no nearer to establishing a case of 
murder. 

But Mrs. Byer testified that Steinmueller, 
after Dette had gone home, armed himself 
and lay in wait for his enemy to return, 
opening fire as soon as he entered the yard. 
The defense brought a number of witnesses 
to impeach the testimony of this witness for 
truth and veracity, and incidentally several 
of them testified that she was a tale bearer 
and mischief. maker. 

These were the only !mportant witnesses 
for the State. Mrs. Steinmueller made a 
g004 w'tness for the defense, and the fact 
that Dette had gone home and returned 
armed to rehew the difficulty was against 
the State’s case.

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persuading two jurors to vote for murder 
in the first degree on the first ballot. Mar- 
tin & Bass made the most of their case, and 
10 jurors were for acquittal all the way 
through. 

But just in the very midst of the suspense 
of Mrs. Steinmueller, on the last day of 
the trial, when she would soon hear the 
best news or the worst, another trouble 
assailed her. Try as she would she had 
been unable to keep the rent pa‘d up, and 
on Friday afternoon a grief-laden woman 
was turned into the street by an eviction 
process, instituted by Mrs. Dette’s agent, 
Private Watchman Beyer of the Insane 
Asylum. 

For five hours, out in the cold, the poor 
woman sat watching her few household ef- 
fects, until finally Mrs. Wade H. Pollard 
of 5072 Arsenal street learned of her dis- 
tress and offered a refuge, and a place to 
store her goods. 

Saturday morning the jury filed into 
court and handed their verdict in. When 
Clerk Doer read-it the prisoner almost 
collapsed in his chair. But in a moment 
he was up, and with outstretched arms 
staggered towards where his wife was 
standing at the bar railing. 

“One moment, please, Mr. Ste!nmueller,”’ 
said Judge Zachritz kindly, ‘‘court {s still 
in session. You will be discharged direct- 
ly.’ 

Then he formally discharged the prisoner, 
who rushed to his wife, who advanced to 
meet him. She fell half fainting into his 
arms. The tears rolled down his cheeks 
as he kissed his wife, and then leaving her, 
he took up his boy, who patted his cheeks 
and returned his caresses with infantile 
fervor 

It was an affecting scene, such as is eel- 

dom witnessed in a courtroom. Then the 
late prisoner advanced to the jury and 
shook thands with each one, after wh'ch 
the re-united family left the courtroom, 
surrounded iby sympathizing friends. 
Philip Steinmueller left the courtroom to 
begin life anew, with nothing more valuable 
than a button in his pockets‘and with ‘no 
roof ‘to cover his hhead. But even this dis- 
tress was lost sight of In the joy of his 
acquittal.

By and by he discovered this and 
then they began to talk about getting married, 
as young people will, even in the Salvation Army. 

Then a difficulty arose. They were both bent 
uy‘on preparing to be officers. Both had made 
their desires known and had received blank forms 
of application. Despair seized upon them when 
they read over the questions to be answered, 
some of which were like this: 


Do you understand that you may not be allowed 
to marry until three years after your first com- 
mission as an officer, and do you engage to abide 
by this? 

If you are not courting, do you pledge yourself 
to do nothing of the kind while you are a candi- 
date, during training and for at least twelve months 
after your appointment as a field officer? 

Do you promise not to carry on courtship with 
any one in the town to which you are appointed? 

Do you promise never to commence, or allow to 
commence, or break off anything of the sort, with- 
out first informing your divisional officer and head- 
quarters of your intention to do so? 

Do you promise never to Marry any one, marriage 
with whom would take you out of the army? 

Do you agree to the following regulations as to 
courtship and marriage? 

‘‘(a) Headquarters cannot consent to the engage- 
ments of male lieutenants until their divisional of- 
ficer is prepared to recommend them for command 
of a station as Captain. 

“(b) Before ‘headquarters can consent to the mar- 
riage of any officer, the divisional officer must be 
prepared to give him three stations as a married 
man, 

‘“(c) No offcer accepted will be allowed to marry 
until he or she has been at least three years in 
the field, except in cases of long-standing engage- 
ments before application for the work. 

“(a) No male officer will, under any circum- 
stances, be allowed to marry before he is 2 years 
of age, unless required by headquarters for special 
service. 

“(e) Headquarters will not agree to the marriage 
of any male officer (except under extraordinary 
circumstances) until 12 months after consenting to 
his engagement. 

“(f) Consent will not be given to ‘the engagement 
of any male officer unless the young woman is 
likely to make a suitable wife for an officer, and 
(dif not already an officer) is prepared to come into 
training at once. 

“(zg) Consent will be given to engagements be- 
tween female officers and soldiers, on condition that 
the latter are suitable for officers, and are willing 
to come into training if called upon, 

‘‘(h) Every officer must sign before marriage the 
articles of marriage, contained in the orders and 
regulations for field officers.”’ 


Under the most favor- 
able circumstances they could not hope to get 
married under three years and six months. To 
their impatient vision three years and a half 
stretched out to three eternities anda half. The 
consummation of their troth seemed almost as 
uncertain and fully as*remote as if they had 
been .going.away to sure enough war.

“We will not consider ourselves,” the young 
man said, with a fine assumption of martyrdom.

A man who gets tied 
up under the blood and fire banner has to do 
some strong forgetting before he essays to untie 
the knot. 

But these young people are “in the war” and 
they will go through the matrimonial skirmish 
without a tremble. 

The trouble will occur Sgturday evening, Feb. 
26, at the Salvation Army barracks, Main and 
Race streets, Belleville. The ceremony will be 
perfermed by Maj. Miles of St. Louis. 

The bridemaid will be Clara Meyer, a cadet at 
the St. Louis Training Garrison, and the grooms- 
man will be Capt. Willis of St. Louis. 

The wedding party will enter the hall to a suit- 
able outburst by the band. The bride will take 
& position to the left of the Major and the groom 
to the right.. After singing, prayer and scripture 
reading, the couple will rise. The Major will then 
read these impressive articles of marriage: 

1. We do solemnly declare'that we have not sought 
this marriage for the sake of our own happiness 
and interests only, although we hope these will be 
furthered thereby, but because we believe that the 
union will enable us better to please and serve 
God, and more earnestly and successfully ‘to fight 
and work in the Salvation Army. 

2. We here promise that we will not allow our 
marriage in any way to lessen our devotion to 
God, our affections for our comrades, or our faith- 
fulness in the army. 

3. We each individually promise that we will 
never do anything likely to prevent ‘the other's 
doing, or giving, or suffering, anything that is in 
his or her power to do, give or suffer, in order to 
assist the army, believing that in so doing we shall 
best promote the glory of God and the salvation 
of souls, 

4. We also promise that we will use all our in- 
fluence with each other to promote our constant: 
and entire self-sacrifice in fighting in the ranks 
of the army for the salvation of the world.

5. We also promise always to regard our home 
in every way as a Salvation Army soldier’s (or of- 
ficer’s) quarters, and to arrange it accordingly, and 
to train all in it wno may be under our influence and 
authority for faithful and efficient service in the 
army. 

6. We promse, whether together or apart, always 
to do our utmost as true soldiers of Jesus Christ 
to carry on and sustain the war, and never to allow 
the army to be injured or hindered in any of its 
interests without doing our utmost to prevent ft. 

7. Should either of us, from sickness, death or 
angother cause, cease to be efficient soldiers, we 
engage that the remaining one shall continue to the 
best of his or her ability to fulfill all these promises. 

The Major will then say: 

My dear comrades, if you wish to be married 
upon these terms, and if, in the presence of God, 
who searches all hearts, you know of no just cause 
why you should not be married, stand forward. 

The bride and groom will step forward one 
pace in front of the Major. The color sergeant 
will hold the colors over the Major’s head. 

Each will then solemnly declare that they know 
of no lawful impediment to their marriage. 

The Major will then address himself to the 
groom and say: 


Will you have this woman to be your lawful 
wedded wife, to live together after God’s ordinance, 
in the holy estate of matrimony? Will you love 
her, honor her, and keep her, in sickness and in 
health, and never seek to prevent her from doing 
anything that is in her power to do, or giving any- 
thing that ig within her power to give, to help the 
Salvaton Army, and will you promise to use all 
your influence to promote her constant and entire 
self-sacrifice for the salvation of the world, and, 
forsaking all others, keep you only unto her, 60 long 
as you both shall live? 


The same question is then addressed to the 
bride, except that “obey” and “serve” are run in 
between “love” and “honor.” 

The bridegroom will then take hold of the 
bride’s right hand with his and say after the 
Captain: 


I call upon these persons here present to wit- 
ness that I, Christian Jaggler, take you, Ida Mc- 
Murtry, to be my lawful wedded wife and my 
continual comrade in this war; to have and to 
hold from this day forward, for better or for worse, 
for richer, for poorer, in sickness and in health 
to love and to cherish, till death us do part, ac- 
cording to God’s holy ordinance; and this I de- 
clare upon my honor as a true soldier of Jesus 
Christ. 


The bride will take hold of the groom’s right 
hand and make the same declaration, only re- 
vercing the names, 

They will then loose hands and the bridegroom 
will put the ring on tthe fourth finger of the 
bride’s left hand, saying: 


I put thie ring on your finger as a continual sign 
that we are married under the solemn pledges we 
have this day given, to live for God, and fight in 
the ranks of the Salvation Army. 

The Captain will then join the’ hands of the

In the name of God and the Salvation Army, I 
declare you to be man and wife together. “Whom 
God hath joined together, let no Man put asunder,” 

God bless you! (Volley). 

And yours! (Volley). 

God bless the army! (Volley). 


A volley is a chorus of amens. 

A martial song will be sung and the meeting 
turned into a religious service. 

With a view to keeping the people to the end, 
it is generally announced that the bride and 
groom will speak just before the meeting closes. 

Sometimes a wedding feast or march follows, 
but “no rice or slipper throwing, or any frivolous 
customs unworthy of the army are allowed.” 

Maj. Miles said: “Our rules regarding the mar-~ 
riage of our officers may seem strict, but they 
are necessary. You will observe it says an of- 
ficer ‘may’ not be allowed to marry until three 
years after being first commissioned. That 
means that we discourage it, but under special 
circumstances may give our consent. 

“The pledge to do no courting for at least 12 
months after appointment as a field officer is 
required, with the object that the officer may 
give his or her undivided attention to the work. 

“The provision that an officer shall not carry 
on a courtship with anyone in the town where 
he is stationed is very necessary. Many people 
are still ahxious to drag the army down and we 
must avoid giving them any chance to criticise 
our officers. An officer courting a young lady in 
the same town would also impair the corps’ ef- 
fic‘ency. If an officer meets some young lady 
in his town whom he concludes was made for him, 
he must not pay her attentions until he has 
been transferred to another town. If he cannot 
wait until transferred in the usual course he can 
apply to headquarters and be transferred at 
once. 

“We make them promise not to marry anyone, 
marriage with whom would take them out of the 
army, for the simple reason that we cannot af- 
ford to prepare them for the work and then lose 
them in that way. 

“A male lieutenant is not allowed to marry 
until his divisional officer is prepared to recom- 
mend him for command of a station as captain. 
This is simply because a lieutenant cannot prop- 
erly support a wife. When his divisional officer 
is prepared to give him three trials as captain 
of a station he may marry. If after having 
charge of the three stations he does not clearly 
demonstrate his fitness, he may be transferred 
to another division and be given anothgr three 
trials. If he is still a failure he then has to go. 

“The period of engagement is fixed at 12 months 
because of the scant opportunities a Salvation 
Army officer has for courting. We want to give 
ample time for both to be sure no mistake has 


been made. If the couple had chances more fre-'

“It is necessary to require that a male officer’ 
wife be an officer also, or willing to enter inta 
training. An officer’s wife in a more particular 
sense than a minister’s wife, shares his duties 
and responsibilities and hardships. 

“The army aims to surround the marriage 
state with every safeguard possible. The curse 
of this Western country is the light regard:in 
which marriage is held and the ease with which 
it is thrown aside. It is not so bad in the Bast, 
and not nearly so bad in the countries of Eurdpe. 
The army is squarely against divorce. A die 
vorced person who was the innocent party may 
enter the service, but such an one, to obtain pere 
mnission to remarry, would need to have’ bee 
very gravely sinned against indeed. - 


“We discourage the throwing of rice at wed 
dings, but I have hardly officiated at halfa dozen 
weddings where rice was not thrown. Salvation 
Army weddings are usually not very sad affairs, 
but the officiating person must keep the reiris i= 
hand. By the way, it may interest the minise 
ters to know that I have never received a fee fog 
marrying a couple. It is not expected. The ree. 
ceipts all go to the army. 

“The marriage rules of thes.rmy are wise and 
serviceable, but sometimes: yébng people will get 
married in spite of all the rules in the word and 
you‘can"t keép them from tt.

James Stewart is now accounted one of 
the wealthiest men in St. Louis. ‘The fig 
leaves of an empty profession” still rings 
in his ears and shapes his practice. When 
he gives advice to the young it is in the 
words of the old Scotch woman. 

He has always given abundantly of his 
substance to all religious and charitable 
enterprises, but of late the army has been 
in a peculiar sense favored by his counsel 
and generosity. No other individual in St, 
Louis has given so freely toward the pro- 
motion of the army’s work, and few any. 
where have equaled his liberality. He 
bought a mansion on the Marine avenue 
heights for $12,000 and gave it to the army 
outright, to be used as a rescue home. Not 
ratisfied with that he spent about $3000 in 
repairing and improving it. Of his yolun- 
tary gifts to the institution since it was 
opened there is no record, and he smiling- 
ly says they are not worth mentioning. 

“The Salvation Army is the most glori- 
ous organization on God's earth,” earnestly 
eaid Mr. Stewart yesterday from his inva- 
lid'’s couch at bis home, 4010 West Bell 
. place, No other does Christ's work so qui- 
etly, so faithfully and so piously. I like 
it especially because of its success in rescue 
work, than which there is nothing more 
fmportant or more difficult. It is easy to 
y ut the churches to do almost any kind of

“It is the fashion to regard this class 48 
beyond reclaim. That idea is wrong. 
Among no class will earnest, consecrated 
work be productive of greater results, Un- 
fortunate women are generally what they 
are because of their tender, loving natures. 
These are the natures to respond to the 
pleadings of the messengers of Christ. 


“I have been interested in rescue work 
ever since my youth. Several years ago I 
Was spending the winter at Asheville, N. C., 
for the benefit of my health. 


“The St. ;Louls papers which I had sent 
a 
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police to purify a certain section of the 
city. 

“*What is the use?’ I said to my wife. 
‘They will simply settle down in some 
other section. The police cannot mend the 
situation. Only the police of Christ can.’ 

“I made up my mind then to devote the 
rest of my life; as much as possible, to 
rescue work, 


“Some time after we returned home a 
young Woman came to the door to make 
an inquiry about a house which had been 
rented by a school teacher tn the vicinity, 
and which she hed been engaged to scrub. 


She thought I owned the house. I directed 
her to another owner of houses of the 
same name further up the street. She was 
@ woman of refinement and sensibility, but 
palpably in distress, I told her if she did 
not find the house she was looking for to 
come back. She did so, and my wife 
learned her history. She was from Tennes- 
see. She had been betrayed by her pastor 
and had come to St. Louls to hide her 
shame. 

“My wife gave her some money, and sub- 
sequently she was cared for by Mrs. M. E. 
Otto. She is now doing missionary work 
among prisoners in the South. My interest 
in this unfortunate young woman led me 
to take an interest in Mrs. Otto’s work. I 
purchased the Marine avenue property, and 
for a time she occupied it as a rescue home, 
but the location was not best suited for her 
and she removed uptown. 


‘Tl then gave the property to the Salvation 
Army. They wanted permission given in 
the deed for devoting the vacant ground 
around the mansion to other purposes, but 
TI would not have that. I want the premises 
to be always used for rescue work. I want 
it to be a home for outcasts, and I do not 
want its attractiveness to be impaired by 
destroying the park-like surroundings,” 


Mr. Stewart has also given generously to 
the Salvation Army shelter at Ninth and 
Market streets, which is to be formally ded- 
icated, and it is hoped, fully fitted up as a 
result of the visit of Gen. Booth. He will 
not say what his gifts have consisted of, 
but they are understood to have been num- 
erous. Mr. Stewart will not tell of any of 
his benefactions, but others freely give him 
the credit which ‘he will not accord himse¥F, 
and these say if the sum total of his con- 
tributions and donations to the Salvation 
Army were known it would surprise even 
those best acquainted with his generosities. 


Mr. Stewart's wealth was made in the 
contracting business. His failing health 
has compelled him to withdraw from active 
business life, but his sons are his success- 
ors. His mental] vigor is unimpaired and 
hia interest in religious and charitable mat- 
ters is, if anything, intensified by his with- 
drawal from his usual activities. His 
speech betrays his nativity. His conversa- 
tion is markedly pious. 

Every time Gen. Booth or Commander 
Rooth-Tucker have visited St. Louls they 
have been the guests of Mr, Stewart at 
the West End Hotel. Mr, Stewart has en- 
gaged rooms at the hotel for Gen. Booth 
and his party, who will be here on the 18th. 
If Mr. Stewart is able he will attend the 
@usic Hall social demonstration 
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lodge. His father and mother died 

when he was less than a week old. 
His father’s lodge adopted him, raised him 
on a bottle, educated him and now he is 
cashier of a bank in Des Moines, Io. He is 
coming back to East St. Louis soon to join 
his father’s lodge. 

The boy’s father, Daniel H. Dunn, Sr., was 
superintendent of the Advance Elevator, and 
very well known on the East Side. In 1877 
both he and his wife became ill with ma- 
laria. Falling to get relief from treatment 
they concluded that the unhealthy surround- 
ings were responsible and removed to St. 
Louis, where they rented a house on Frank- 
lin avenue, 


Instead of improving their health they be- 
came worse, Shortly after a son was born. 
Bringing it into the world cost the mother 
her life. Her husband's savings, depleted by 
sickness, were exhausted in giving her 
proper burial, 


The husband was too sick to attend the 
wife’s funeral. Six days later he died. De- 
terred probably by his pride he had not let 
his friends in East St. Louis know of his 
plight. A lodge brother heard of his death in 
some way. He went to the Franklin avenue 
house to console the widow. The strangers 
who were performing the kind offices for 
the dead told him she was already in Beile- 
fontaine, 

The Knight gave orders for a suitable 
funeral, and went back and told the other 
members of the lodge. 

Capt. M. F. Geary of East St. Louls, one 
of the charter members of Illinois Lodge, 
No, 268, K. of H., and at that time chap- 
lain, tells the rest of the story. 

“Dunn's death,” he said yesterday, “was 
the first one in the lodge. We went over in 
a body to conduct the funeral. I remember it 
was on a Sunday. The poor fellow's wife 
had been buried the Sunday before. 

“When we went in the house the first 
thing we saw was a little mite of a baby 
lying neglected on a chair. It did not seem 
to belong to anybody In particular. 

**Whose baby is that?’ I asked. 

‘Somebody pointed to the sorpse. 

‘Who is taking care of it? What Is to 
become of it?’ 

“Nobody knew. 

“None of us knew much about week-old 
babies, but what we lacked in skill we 
made up in tenderness, and among us we 
took good care of the young one till the 
funeral was over. 

“Then we came together to decide what

to do with it. If Dunn had any relatives, 
none of us knew it. We didn’t even know 
where he had come from. 

“We looked at the baby sleeping now in 
the arms of one of the men, and then we 
looked at each other.

The explanation is that the natural electrical 
force in the earth is multiplied by the leakage of 
currents used by electric street railway companies. 

The fact of this leakage was known before, but 
the availability of the stray currents for light and 
power purposes was not suspected. This last dis- 
covery was made when the Bell underground sys- 
' was being installed. A polarized relay signal 
refused to work. Experiments showed that stray 
street car currents got on the signal wires of the 
Bell Co. were grounied, and, being of greater volt- 
age, neutralized the current supplied by the com- 
pany’s batteries for signaling purposes. That sug- 
gested experiments which demonstrated that a sin- 
gle grounded wire, with the simplest kind of con- 
nection, would suffice to produce light from the 
earth currents,

FREDERICK SCHMIDTHABER PERFORMS = = Pan) HE NEGLECTS HIS TRADE TO MAKE == 


MIKACLES OF SKILL WITH AIS HANDS. 


Belleville performs miracles, but he 

is poor. He is poor because he per- 
forms miracles, When he was a boy he 
learned a commonplace trade. He magni- 
led it into a miraculous art. Ordinary fidel- 
ity to his trade would have brought him all 
the affluence he tould have craved. But 
he spurned the trade and turned to it only 
when compelled to by necessity. 

To his art he gave passionate devotion. 
It repaid him with poverty, but, fascinated, 
he clung to it in youth and prime and clings 
to it in old age. 

When Schmidthaber was 14 years old he 
Was apprenticed to a cabinet maker in “the 
old country,’ an extraordinary § aptitude 
which he had long shown determined the

choice. His ekill was soon greater than. 


that of his master. He was only 16 when 
he laid the floor of the drawing room in the 
Palace of King William of Prussia, and 
it was pronounced a masterpiece of the 
joiners’ art. 


The only fault his master found with his 
work was that it was too fine. There was 
seldom a demand for the marvelous crea- 
tions in which the boy. centered his great- 
est interest and skill. Pieces on which was 
expended the greatest skill and the most 
time and which therefore had to have ex- 
travagance prices attached, were not- so 
readily turned into cash. 

The boy was constantly urged to make 
things which could be sold, to sacrifice the 
ideal to the practical. He made things of 
commercial value under silent protest wien 
he had to. At every spare moment and 
by the light of the midnight candle he put 
his soul into creations of artistic worth, 

Fifteen years ago, persuaded that his art 
would be better appreciated in America, he 
drought his family across and took up his 
residence on Seventeenth ‘street, between 
O’Falion etreet and Cass avenue, in 8t. 
Louis, 

To his despair he found that his art was 
Fated no higher than in his native land. 
Plenty there were to wonder and exciaim 
at the beauty of his handiwork, but few 
_ were able or willing to pay its worth. 

But he had been wedded to his art too

While he was yet an apprentice he had 
made all the ordinary pieces of inlaid work 
to which skilled cabinet makers permit their 
fancy to turn when they have nothing else 
to do. Sewing boxes and checker boards 
he had made an abundance of. Starting 
with simple designs he had gone on to the 
most intricate. But he felt that these cid 
not at all fairly test his skill. He made 
picture frames and center tables out of 


bits of wood secarceiy larger than one’s 
thumb nail. These only suggested to him 
other possibilities. 

In 1889 he was 45 years o.d. He thought 
it was time to begin on the crowning work 
of his life. He determined to make come- 
thing the like of which had never been 
made before. He decided on a wardrobe and 
a dresser. He had no hope that he wouid 
ever be able to sell the at anything like 
their value. His ‘amnanl was not of: re- 
ward. He wanted to achieve for achieve- 
ment’s sake. 

Six years he labored with hand and brain. 
Often he was driven from his self-appointed 
task by want. But what would have dis- 
couraged others inspired him to greater ef- 
forts. 

With the Infinite capacity for taking pains 
which has been defined as all of genius, he 
bit by bit wrought from the jetsam on his 
workhop floor, a thing of marvelous sym- 
metry and beauty. 

His great work was still incomplete when 
Schmidthaber removed with his famluy to 
Belleville four years ago. The parts were 
packed with the greatest care and Schmidt- 
haber did not permit them out of his sight 
until they were safe in his new home. 

In 1895 both were complete. He counted 
the pieces of wood which entered into them, 
There were 80,000 pieces’ in each, or 160,000 
in both, 

Schmidthaber was ecatisfied. He had done 
what no cabinet maker had ever done 

Since that he has been satisfied to make 
his tables and sewing boxes. They satisfy 
measurably his craving for artistic work 
and there is some demand for them. 

In a table 2 feet 6 inches long by W inches 
wide he puts 12,000 pieces. It takes him a

even for these that he has haif a dozen 
standing in the spare room at his home, 
awaiting purchasers. 


Into sewing boxes 20 inches long, 12 snches 
wide and 6 inches high he puts 3000 pieces 
and sells them for whatever he can get. 

The wardrobe is 7 feet high, 4 feet wide 
and 20 inches deep. The dresser is 3 feet 9 
incehs long, 2 feet 6 inches high and 0 
inches deep. The mirror Is 4 feet by 2 feet 
6 inches. 

There is not a piece of metal about either. 
Everything is glued by hand. There are no 
hinges. 

“Old country,” Schmidthaber explains, as 
he swings the doors open and shows how a 
wooden peg at top and bottom takes the 
place of the American hinge. 


In the wardrobe and dresser were used 
21 different kinds of wood beside bone and 
whalebone, The woods used were white 
mahogany, red mahogany, black walnut, 
brown wainut, butternut, apple wood, plum 
wood, white maple, poplar, cedar, osage, 
cherry, cypress, pine, sycamore, birch, oak, 
ash, gum, willow, lilac and baywood, 

The old man’s workshop is a bench at 
one side of the kitchen in his humble home 
at $4 South Spring street. He employs no 
tools designed especially for the purpose. 
Any woodworking tool which comes handy 
he uses. He has the artist's contempt for 
tools, 


“Sometimes I use a saw, a@ planer, a 
chisel,” he gaid, searching for even these 
seldom-employed helps among the litter on 
his bench, “but these are the best tools 
and I use them the most.” 

He held up his two hands and spread the 
fingers apart. They looked lIike hands 
which a schoolboy, feeling his first impulse 
toward sculpture, might have fashioned out 
of putty. It was hard to conceive of such 
hands creating anything lovely, but it was 
in the creation of comely things that they 
lost thelr own comeliness. The nalls were 
almost gone. Instead of tapering ends there 
were bulbs which suggested irresistibly the 
putty-sculptor’s undeveloped sense of hu- 
mor. They were marred by hardened glue. 

“They look funny, don't they?’ said 
Schmidthater, emiling himself, “but they 
do the work which tools can’t do.”

The young woman is not only still alive, 
but hopes are now entertained for her re- 
covery. 

“Her wonderful vitality,” is Dr. Sutter's 
explanation. 

Nellie Mangan shot Patrolman Richard 
J. Halloran in @ wineroom at Broadway and 
Warren street. She was found in the room 
with him with a bullet in her brain. Who 
fired the shot has never been made clear. It 
is supposed she turned the revolver on her- 
self. 

When taken to the City Hospital Super- 
intendent Sutter’s examination revealed 
that the bullet struck her one-half an inch 
in front and one inch above the right ear 
and was cut in two on the temple bone. 

In penetrating the head it struck and 
severed the temporal artery, causing a se- 
vere hemorrhage. Dr. Sutter says his in- 
formation is that she lost fully one gallon 
of blood. This was four-fifths of the 
amount coursing through her veins when 


the shot was fired. She should have died, 
the doctors say, from the wonderful loss 
of blood alone. 

Though he considered the wound abso- 
lutely fatal Dr. Sutter trephined the skull. 
He took a sharp chisel and a wooden mal- 
let, and after he had cut the flesh and 
skin away from the place where the ball 
entered he chipped away the skull and en- 
larged the opening. 


His examination showed that the direc- 
tion taken by the ball was straight. He 
searched and located the smaller portion of 
the bullet. It had lost much of its force 
by contact with the temple bone and was 
found in the front part of the brain, about 
one inch from the point of entrance. When 
it was removed a small portion of brain 
matter, about one-half an ounce, was re- 
moved with the piece of lead. 


He pursued his examination and found 
that the other part of the bullet had gone 
further. He located the bullet on the op- 
posite side of the skull from the point of 
entrance. , 

Dr. Sutter was asked what he attributed 
the girl's remarkable powers of endurance 
to. 

“Only her remarkable vitality,” said Dr. 
Sutter, “‘When she was shot she was in 
absolutely perfect health. She never had 
any disease that drained her system and 
though she was doubtless a working girl 
she had never done sufficient hard work 
to impair her health. Ndt one person in 
1000, man or woman, could have lived 24 
hours with the wound she had. I consider 
her case one of the most remarkable that 
has ever come under my observation. 


“Of course wé did everything in our power 
to save her life, but that would have been 
entirely insufficient had she not possessed 
remarkable powers of endurance and recu- 
peration. We have patients in the hospital 
to-day who are much less grievously 
wounded, and yet they do not possess a 
tithe of the vitality of this girl. She has 
taken no food save beef tea and milk since 


she has been in the hospital, but she is 
yet comparatively strong.” 

Nellie Mangan was born in the house 
where her mother now resides, at 2823 North 
Ninth street, 27 ‘years ago. Her father was 
a robust and hard-working man, of Irish 
descent. He died when she was an infant. 
Her mother is remarkably healthy. 

Nellie was taught early to be wuse- 
ful around the house. There was always 
plenty to do and ever since she can re- 
member she has had plenty to do. She was 
a working girl in a working family. When 
her meager education was finished she had 
no particular ambition in life and devoted 
all her time to the work incident to a 
boarding house without giving much 
thought to the future. 

Nellie was of a religious bent. She cared 
nothing for society and rarely ever went 
to balls and parties. She was no dreamer. 
She did not build air castles and took life 
as she found it. 

In appearance she did not differ materi- 
ally from hundreds of other girls in the 
city. She is of medium egize and possessed 
a good figure. Her square chin and high 
cheek bones indicate determination and 
these are her*most prominent features, Her 
eyes are rather small and black. Her voice 
is strong and not unmusical. Her hands 
are large and show that she has done much 
work and that she was not careful to keep 
them soft or white. . 

Her mother says she was never confined 
to her bed by sickness a day in her life un- 
til she was wounded. She disliked the 
taste of all kinds of Hquor, and lived a 
clean, abstemious life.

BOSTONS BLIZZARD REVEALED THE DANGER OF OVERHEAD TROLLEY WIRES —_- 
AND oTREET COMMISSIONER MILNER ADVOCATES AN UNDERGROUND SYSTEM. 


ILL St. Louis profit by the severe 
W storm which the havoc played by 
falling trolley wires during the de- 
Btructive snowstorm in Boston early last 
week teaches? 

St. Louis has more miles of trolley wires 
than Boston and on just as many crowded 
streets. What happened to Boston is as 
likely to occur in St. Louis, and the flerce 
Ddlizzards of snow and sleet that have been 
experienced here this winter are but warn- 
ing notes of what.may be in store before 
the winter is over or those to follow in 
mear-by -years. 

Added to the horrors of the Boston biiz- 
gard came the crashing of miles of over- 
weighted trolleys, falling incased in ice it 
is true, but sizzling and hissing with death 
from the strong currents of electricity with 
which they were charged when snapped in 
twain. Across streets and sidewalks they 
fell carrying death and torture to every 
living thing they touched. Biinded hy the 
whirling snow, people could searcely pick 
their way and dumb brutes were driven 
helpless along the path of destruction. Up- 
wards of 200 horses were electrocuted in 
harness as the deadly wires fell across 
them, and hundreds of people narrowly es- 


caped the same fate. But these tremen- 
dous trolleys—terrible agents of death—did 
more. The blue streaks of fire that darted 
from them were surer than the flickering 
torch of the incendiary, set fire to buildings 
and while Boreas raged and the snow flew 
with blinding fury the fire devil reveled in 
a carnival of devastation to make the 
night all the more memorable for its hor- 
rors. 

Imagine the same state of affairs along 
Washington avenue, Chestnut street, Mar- 
ket street, Franklin avenue, Finney ave- 
nue, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth or Ninth street, 
all staked out by towering poles, cross- 
barred and weighted with ponderous trolley 
wires, and you can form some idea of what 
the Bostonians experienced, and what St. 
Louis may sooner or later have to undergo, 
so long as the trolley wire swings over the 
heads of her people, and fall whichever way 
it will, throws itself like a burning brand 
against massive business houses or private 
residences. No trolley wire was ever made 
so strong, or trolley-bearing pole, though 
of cast iron they may be, that can with- 
stand the crushing weight of a ten-hours’ 
storm of sleet and snow driven and glued 
to them by blizzard blasts.

lamp. It was in that section of the city 
where all electric-carrying wires have been 
buried in conduits, buried snugly from two 
to four feet under ground, copper-cased in 
metallic tubes, where wind nor weather 
can reach them and where they perform 
undisturbed the valuable duties which 
science has adapted them to. 

Had the underground trolley system 
reached its full length throughout Boston 
the first day of February, 1898, would not 
have dawned on several thousand of them 
huddled and freezing to death in street 
cars,the streets would not have been strewn 
with electrocuted horses and where scores 
of houses stood the day before there would 
not have been ash heaps. 

Street Commissioner Milner and Presi- 
dent McMath of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, who have recently returned 
from a three weeks’ tour of Northern and 
Eastern cities in the interest of good streets 
for St. Louis, took special interest in the 
underground trolley work both in operation 
and under construction in New York and 
Washington. 

Mr. McMath favored making the rall- 
Ways adopt the underground system when 
the Keyes subway ordinance was before the 
Municipal Assembly, but was unsuccessful, 

‘“T am more thoroughly convinced than 
ever,’’ said Mr. McMath since his return 
from his junket, ‘“‘that the street railway 
trolleys should be placed underground. 
They are a constant menace to life and 


head. The underground system is in every 
way superior to the overhead system and 
in the long run is far cheaper. The time 
is not far off when the city will have forced 
the trolleys underground, just as it has oth- 
er electric wires, none of which are so 
dangerous as the trolley strung along the 
street on poles.” 

Mr. Milner was so deeply interested in the 
underground system, seeing what a vast im- 
provement it was to have the comforts of 
rapid transit and the streets cleared of 
unsightly poles and wires, that he took his 
time to make a careful inspection and have 
the constructive points of the New York 
and Washington systems explained to him, 

‘The superiority of the underground over 
the overhead trolley system,” said Mr. 
Milner, “it seems to me would be sufficient 
to induce the owners of the electric roads 
in St. Louis to adopt it as fast as they 
could have the work done. I know the 
cost frightens them, but they need not 
think that it will cost as much in St. 
Loulg as it does in New York. It costs 
twice as much to do anything, especially 
in street construction, in New York, as it 
does anywhere else. This Is because there 
ig such a network of pipes under all the 
streets there. 

“In Washington it is not costing quite 
half as much to change the motor power 
on Pennsylvania avenue from cable to un- 
derground trolley as it does in New York. 
In the latter city they told me it cost 
$100,000 a mile. It is a slow process to 
change the two systems and not interfere 
with passenger traffic and I insist that 
the work of putting the trolleys under- 
ground should be commenced as early as 
the proper legislation can be had to that 
end. If we are to avoid the disastrous ¢€x- 
periences Boston has just gone through 
with, prudence dictates that the city 
shall force the owners of these valuable 
franchises to use them in a way that will 
be the least dangerous to the welfare of its 
citizens. The only way to do it is by a 
an ordinance on the line of the Keyes sub- 
way dill, and in a matter of four or five

The ties are of cast iron and are called 
yokes and are spaced five feet apart. Ev- 
ery third yoke is a hand-hold yoke. In 


these boxes or hand-hold yokes are bolted 
the insulators which carry the T-iron con- 
ductor bars in lieu of the trolley wires. The 
feeder wires are carried in the feeder ducts 


shown as circles In the groups. The feeder 
wires are bonded to the conductor bars at 
the manholes, which occur every 210 fect. 
These manholes have siphon connection to 
the sewers and serve to drain the trolley 
conduit or tube. 

The trolley in this case, instead of being 
a wheel or roller, is a sliding shoe, pointed 
at both ends to help it enter between the 
conduction bars at cuts necessitated by 
crossings and turn-outs. One conductor 
bar brings the current to the shoe, the 
other takes it away and returns it to the 
power house. There is no current carried in 
the rails of the underground construction. 
In other words, the underground construc- 
tion is to the overhead as the new fash- 
foned metallic circuit telephone is to the 
old single wire ground connected telephone, 
In the underground system there can be no 
such thing as electrolysis, the prevalence 
of which is proving so destruetive to the 
water pipes and all other metallic: pipes in 
the streets. The electrolysis comes from 
the overhead trolleys as the return cur- 
rent finds its way to the car tracks and 
works its way underground by the must

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HERE are several thousands of women on 
: | the plains and among the mountains and 
canyons in the far West who deserve to be 
well up toward the top of the catalogue of those 
who have succeeded in fields of human energy 
for years occupied exclusively by men. While 
women in the East are winning success in the 
_ professions, in business and in trades, alongside of 
their husbands and brothers, there are women in 
every part of the West who are not only adapting 
themselves to crude and strange environments, but 
also winning fortune and fame in pursuits that 
were thought to be out of the question for women 
@ dozen years ago. 

For instance, there is the case of Mrs. Marion 
Phelps, who has become an excellent gold-mining 
prospector in the Globe region in Southern Arizona. 
Ex-Gov. Wolfely of Arizona is authority for the 
statement that she is as good a judge as there is 
in the Southwest of the value of ledges of low- 
grade gold ore. Her husband was a graduate ofa 
New England scientific school, and marrying 
when but 22 years of age, he came West with his 
young wife. He soon sank all his fortune in a 
placer mine that had been abundantly salted for 
his benefit. His wife tramped over the mountains, 
traveled across burning deserts, lived in lonely 
canyons, camped on bleak and barren mountain 
sides, slept in the chaparral, and dwelt among the 
Indians for several ‘years, while yqung Phelps 
searched for gold mines. Mrs. Phelps tshared 
every hardship with her husband, and in time she 
developed into a_correct and quick observer of 
pay rock, and became as well versed as any one 
in that region in all the formations of auriferous 
rocks, the slant, frangibility and dip of ledges. 
When her husband fell from a cliff one day in 
Williams’ Canyon and was killed the young woman 
was left with two small children and a few dol- 
lars. During the years that she and her husband 
had been barely subsisting while they prospected 
for mines neither of them had ever written to a 
relative in the East about their condition and their 
struggle with poverty. Not a word did she write 
now about her distrefs. Pride is a powerful char- 
acteristic in the new woman of the West. 

With the heip of several miner friends Mrs. 
Phelps built a rude cabin, sufficient for comfort 
in the semi-tropic latitudes of Southern Arizona, 
end with her own hands cultivated an area of val- 
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ley land about her cabin. She grew vegetables 
and made a market for all she could raise at the 
mining town of Globe, a few miles away. She 
never lost her interest in seeking mines, and when 
her children were a year or two older and could 
be left with others she went forth to prospect 
through Williams’ Canyon, where she and her 
husband had once found evidence of gold-bearing 
rock. She prospected there for several weeks at 
a time during the summer, going back to her 
cabin home occasionally to look after her children 
and their Indian squaw nurse and to cultivate 
anew her vegetable farm. Along in the fall she 
located two claims, selling one for $2000. 

This gave her the capital she needed, and from 
the day in March, 1890, when the money was paid 
her, she has been an assayer and an expert in 
low-grade gold quartz. Her opinions are sought 
after from Yuma to Albuquerque, and she earns a 
good competence every year in fees from Eastern 
people, who have confidence that what she tells 
them about gold mines is trustworthy. In some 
cases she'gets as high as $100 for a few days’ time. 
Her children are at school at Los Angeles, and 
she has a pretty home at Tucson. . 

Then there is Miss Amelia Dunn, who is regarded 
in the region of Prescott as the most capable 
girl cowboy in the Southwest. Every one in the 
Territories knows about ’Melie Dunn and her suc- 
cess among cattle, and hardly a fortnight passes 
that some new etory about Miss ’Melie’s bronchos 
and cattle is not started on the rounds of the 
rural press in Arizona and New Mexico. The 
Dunns came from the vicinity of Elmira, N. Y. 
Mr. Dunn, the father, was an invalid with con- 
sumption, and he settled at Deming and bought 
cattle, because caring for them would earn him 
money and keep him out of doors at the same 
time. That was in 1877, when Miss ’'Melie was a 
little tot of a girl. 

After a long and hard experience with maraud- 
ing Pimas, who at different times stole three- 
fourths of the little herd of cattle on the Dunn 
ranch and intimidated the family so that they 
died a thousand deaths while ‘barricaded for a 
week at a time in the dugout cellar under the 
rude ranch home, Mr. Dunn rounded up some 350 
cattle. When Amelia was 17 years old her father 
died. She had been with him almost daily for 
several years in his rides across the mésas, among 
the foothills, and through the arroyos, so she was 
as well informed about the cattle business as her 
father. It was natural that when he died she be- 


_ came his successor. 
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It took several years for the 
girl to develop good business sense—to know beef 
values, when to sell her stock, when to ship, and 
how to graze her herd most economically. She 
was apt, and before she was 21 years old her opin- 
ion was authority among the cattlemen in that 
region. She knows every detail of the ranch work 
and has performed some part of all phases of the 
career of a cowboy in the Southwest. 

The last ten years have at times been sorry ones 
for many an experienced cattle ranchman in the 
drought-stricken regions of the Southwest, but 
'Melie Dunn has had the foresight to drive. her 
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while thousands of other cattle have died of ex- 
haustion an@ starvation. The young woman’s 
duties as vaquero and proprietor of some 4600 cattle 
often take her 150 and 200 or more miles from 
home across sandy wastes and among the foot- 
hills and mountains, as the cattle must be kept 
moving to feed well. Frequently during the rainy 
season some of the cattle become mired in the 
mud along creeks where they graze, or where they 
wade in to drink. Then comes the hardest part of 
the work. With true cowboy skill she throws the 
lariat over the slender branching horns, while the 
other end of the long and phenomenally strong 
rawhide rope is fastened to the saddle. Then a 
steady pull on the part of the pony draws the im- 
prisoned animal to a place of safety on dry ground, 
She has a large herd for one person to handle, 
but with the assistance of two well-trained dogs 
she does it. 

While on thé range Miss Dunn dresses in true 
cowboy fashion, with wide-brimmed white felt hat, 
long gauntlet gloves, a lariat coiled about the sad- 
die horn, and a revolver at her belt, and she rides 
the wildest broncho with‘ thorough ease. When off 
duty she is a quiet, unassuming young lady, the 
last one that: would be suspected of such masculine 
accomplishments, 

“I only regret,” she said, “that I have never 
had an opportunity to gain any of the womanly 
accomplishments in the way of study, literature 
and music. I fear I would be laughed at by the 
young women in the East if I should go among 
them. But I have made good money, and some 
day I may have some of the longed-for feminine 
accomplishments.”’ 

There are hundreds of women in the Southwest 
who are heroines not because they have won 
success in new and extraordinary fields of labor 
or have overcome tremendous odds in the struggle 
for financial reward. The daily experiences of 
very many women in their frontier homes are 
good reason for putting them on the roll of honor. 
The people in the San Joaquin Valley of California 
have never ceased telling of a deed of rare bravery 
done by Mrs. ‘Victor. Daniels some twenty-five 
miles southwest of Bakersfield in the summer of 
1883. The Danielses came from New Jersey and set- 
tled on a cattle ranch 15 miles from the nearest 
neighbor. Mrs. Daniels was born and reared in 
Morristown, N. J., and soon adapted herself in 
her new home to the strange environment. Her 
husband had with great difficulty and constant 
watchfulness got together a bunch of cows, about 
fifty in all, and was endeavoring to start a little 
herd. Mrs. Daniels had the herding of them as 
well as the care of the house. One day, when her 
husband had gone 20 miles to the store, she was 
compelled to leave the cattle grazing while she 
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looked after a sick baby at home. Suddenly she 
saw two men ride from behind the foothills and 
start the cattle off full canter, abducting the whole 
bunch.

thought themselves undiscovered, and in the bustle 


of hurrying on the stock did not hear the patter-’ 
ing hoofs of the pursuer’s pony as she came can- 
tering up behind. Suddenly one of the men gave 
a yell and tumbled backward off his saddle, with 
the noose of ‘a lariat tight around his throat. 
Frightened, the other turned to see a furious 
woman facing him. 

“What are you doing?’ ehe demanded. 

“Who are you?” he responded, gruffly. 


“I own these cattle, and you have got to help'. 


me drive them back where you got them.’’ 

As she held a cocked revolver to his head he de- 
cided to submit, and, with her following closely, 
rode around the scattered herd and turned their 
heads homeward. For three miles the stock was 
driven, and,then, with a warning not to look back- 
ward the depredator was dismissed. He fled with- 
out a backward glance. His companion, choked to 
death, and with neck broken, was found among 
the chaparral, but there was never any inquiry 
as to the manner of his taking off. It was enough 
to know that he had been engaged in cattle steal- 
ing, and that summary justice had been visited 
upon him. The Danielses became in time well-to- 
Go, and are residents of Los Angeles. 

The women who have gone with their husbands 
or brothers to make homes down in the famous 
gold-mining region of Tombstone, in Southern Ari- 
zona, are accounted among the most daring of any 
in the Territories in the last 10 years. The 
Apache Indians, when Geronimo was their chief, 
made frequent incursions into that part of the 
country, and the outrages committed in the homes 
of settlers and ranchmen among the mountains 
and foothills there are among the most atrocious 
and horrible deeds ever done by savages. With the 
conquering of the Apaches, some twelve years ago 
by Gen. Miles, the fearful slaughter of settlers’ 
families and cattlemen came to an end, but the 
women who still live in that region deserve credit 
for frequent acts of bravery and coolness in their 
daily life. An instance of this is as follows: 

Mrs. Mary Nugent and her husband and three 
little children came from a little town near Scran- 
ton, Pa., several years ago. They made their home 
17 miles east of Tombstone, where they took up 
one of Uncle Sam’s land claims and opened a little 
merchandise store for the cowboys and Mexicans, 
Beth husband and wife became accustomed to see- 
ing Apache Indians about, and they often gave 
the savages cast-off clothing. One day last June, 
while Mr. Nugent had gone some twenty-five miles 
across country to a ranch ‘house, two strapping, 
strange Apaches, armed with knives, suddenly .ap- 
peared in the settlers’ home. Mrs. Nugent was 
there ‘with a 12-year-old son and a smaller daugh- 
ter. There had been reports for weeks among set- 
tlers that Apache Kid and his gang of cut-throats 
and thieves were marauding the region. Mrs. Nu- 
gent was sure she had to deal with the most cruel 
and inhuman Indians in the country. That the 
men had watched her husband ride away from the 
house she well knew. It would be useless to try 
to deceive the redskins. 

The woman instantly decided on a course of ac- 


firearms. In 
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tion. Speaking as best she could in a jargon of 
English and Apache, she boldly said that her hus- 
band would be away all day, and that she was 
glad the Indians had come, because she wanted 
them to help her at some work. That gave the 
savages a feeling that they need not hurry about 
whatever sinistér plans they had in regard to the 
Nugent household. In less than half an hour the 
woman, with smiling face and apparent delibera- 
tion, while her heart was beating as never before, 
and her mind was in a state of deepest alarm, 
had cooked a fine breakfast for the Apaches, who 
sat, never uttering so much as a grunt, and all 
the time watching her every movement. When the 
meal was over, and the Indians had received a 
quantity of tobacco, Mrs. Nugent aeked if they 
would help in moving provisions into the store at 
the front of the house. Now, there was a sort of 
cold storage cellar at the back of the house. It 
was built of adobe bricks, with a heavy wood door 
with big iron hinges, and a hasp for a padlock on 
the outside. It was without windows, and the 
walls were three feet thick. It was a storage 
place for the merchandise sold in the little Nugent 
store. Bustling about the house with forced en- 
ergy, but not for a moment forgetting that the 
two great half-naked savages who stood in her 
doorway were there for a settled purpose, she car- 
ried numerous hams and pails of lard from the 
storehouse, as if the greatest expedition were nec- 
essary. Then, suddenly calling the Apaches to the 
storehouse, she praised their strong arms and 
backs, and asked if they would not carry a big 
barrel of lard out of the adobe cellar into the 
store. . 

The savages were caught off their guard, and, 
bending low, began to slowly raise the heavy bar- 
rel, 
hold of the heavy wood door, and in a flash drew 
it shut, put the hasp in place, and fastened the 
padlock on the outside. Then, while all manner of 
Indian oaths reached her ears, she drew out the 
two family Winchester rifles and stood guard over 
the storehouse. She dispatched her boy with all 
possible speed on the bare back of a bronco to 
the Alling ranch, seven miles away, for help from 
the cowpunchers. Rifle in hand, she walked 
around and around the exterior of the storehouse, 
watching for the first evidence of an attempt by 
the imprisoned Apaches to dig out through the 
adobe walls. Several times she fired her rifle to 
let them know there was something about with 
two hours more several cowboys 


At that very second Mrs. Nugent snatched. 
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came to the Nugent house, and the Indians were 


enagily taken and sent back to their reservation, 
where they have since been in prison. The Indians

were not in the Apache Kid band, but years ago 
they were the murderers of whites, and are very 
intractable savages. Not the least doubt remains 
that they meant to kill Mrs, Nugent and her chil- 
dren and rob the store. 

The women of the Western plains are ae quick 
as their Eastern sisters to put into practice mod- 
ern reform ideas. Chauncey M. Depew says that 
he has been most eurprised to observe how much 
more readily the new woman of the West—even 
on the edge of thé desert—becomes interested in 
new industrial and socialistic ideas than the wom- 
an in the conservative Bastern States. At the 
old Spanish town of San Miguel, among the catti® 
ranches in Kern County, a Bellamy co-operative 
cocking club has just completed its fourth year 
with remarkable success. The 4 families on its 
list include those prominent alike for wealth and 
brains in the community. 

Weary of the drudgery of cooking and tired of 
wrestling with the long line of refractory hired 
girls, the Bellamy Club was organized. A cen- 
trally located house was rented and turned over to 
a matron, with a corps of assistants who were 
to have full charge of preparing meals for the 
club members and do nothing else. The Executive 
Committee of three does all the purchasing of sup- 
plies, and meets every Saturday morning to hold @ 
consultatiqn and audit bills, Everything is paid 
for on Monday morning, assessments being paid 
a week in advance on Saturdays by the club mem- 
bers. This prevents any debts or bills from being 
found due at the end of the week, and any surplus 
ar accidental deficit is easily carried to the end 
of the next week. The Executive Committee Is all- 
powerful, and club members are bound to report 
grievances only to it, and not to one another. 
The club is run on the family plan, and go far as 
posssible all bickering and fault-finding are shut 
out. Any one who is not satisfied can leave at any 
time, and the fact that the club has lasted so 
‘long proves much for the good sense of the mem- 
bers. Families have tables by themselves if tiaey 
wish, and there is a table d’hote for the unmar- 
ried people if they wish to take advantage of It. 
The expense has been found to be remarkably 
small, the members declaring that it ts less than 
one-half what they could run a home for. The 
women are sole managers—their husbands only 
foot the bills.

He 
claims that if spelling reform were accom- 
plished it would be the necessary bridge 
back to present printed Nterature and the

s0 desires. 

He was one of the callers of the Spelling 
Reform Convention of 1876, and then op- 
posed spelling reform as utterly impractica- 
ble, and doomed to failure, as the issue has 
proved. 

His system consists of a new alphabetlc 
nomenclature for the forty-four sounds of 


the language, named according to the 


sounds they represent, so that the symbols 
of written language correspond with the 
vocal sounds of speech. 

The advantages of the system are that 
it combines the science of phonetics with 
the English language without change of 
epelling, and removes that great obstacle 
to easy acquisition—an inadequate alpha- 
bet, with false and symbolic names. 

“I once called on Prof. W. A. Wheeler, 
the associate editor of Webster’s Diction- 
ary,”” said Rev. Mr. Shearer. “I asked 
him: ‘Is it possible for mortal man to mas- 
ter the absurd, ridicuious, complex, incom- 
plete system of notation used in that dic- 
tionary ?’ 

“*Well,” he answered, TI have spent fif- 
teen years of the best part of my life work- 
ing on it, but I have never mastered the 
system. I don’t know the limit of mortal 
man’s intelligence.’ 

“I claim that a man of ordinary intel- 
lectual capacity can master my alphabet 
and system of notation in a few hours.”’ 

Under the direction of Prof. Bryan of 
the St. Louis High School and five well- 
known citizens, Mr. Shearer made a test of 
his system in teaching a class of five Ger- 
mans and three Russian Jews, with none 
of whom he could converse fully. The re- 
sults were startling to the committee, as 
shown by their report in finding that after 
fourteen lessons of one hour each, received 
at night, after working all day, they had 
a clear idea of the analysis of the len- 
guage and could read intelligently in the 
fourth reader without the notation. 

A similar result attended an experiment 
in teaching four adult negroes, who knew 
‘not their letters, to read in the second 
reader in fourteen lessons, as attested by 
leading educators of Birmingham, Ala. 

Mr. Shearer has issuéd in book form a 
limited number of copies of ‘““The Combina- 
tion Speller,’”’ by which he seeks to demon- 
etrate its practical value. 

In his introduction he names six anoma.- 


lies of the English language, which present 
the greatest difficulty to beg-nners, namely: 

1 The use of mute or silent letters. 

9? The names of letters are different from 
their sounds. 

3. The same sound {ts represented by more 
than one letter. 

4. The same letter represents more than 
one sound. 

5. Two letters together represent @ sin- 
gie sound. 

6. A single letter has a double sound— 
as xX, 

“If we can obviate these anomalies,” he 
says, “the language is made musical. This 
can be done satisfactor'ly by the use of a 
system of diacritical notation, phonetic in 
character. A perfect alphabet requires (1) 
that the name of a letter ¢ehall be its sound; 
(2) that there shall be one, and but one, 
representative of each distinct sound.’’ 

It was upon these lines that Mr. Shear- 
er’s system was founded. The faculty of 
Columbia College, New York, and of the 
Chicago University, have pronounced it 
perfect, 

Other em‘nent authorities ‘have pro- 
nounced {it the best system of the kind 
ever invented. 

This, with his annotations of the Bible, 
represents more than thirty years of per- 
sistent effort on the part of Dr. Shearer, 
while engaged also in full ministerial work. 

In order to introduce his system he has 
prepared “The Harmonized Pronouncing 
Paragraph Testament.” 

ne has compiled the Old and New Testa- 
ments of the Bible into a harmonized, con- 
tinuous story, without change of present 
order, by cross reference of paragraphs. .In 
addition to the present arrangement 
of chapters and verses, he has 
div'ded them into parts and periods, having 
reference to time and place, but has indl- 
cated, fo~ purposes of reference, the pres- 
ent chapters and verses, in small figures, 
By a system of side notes he indicates all 
differences between the revised and the 
King James versions, incorporates for the 
first time suggestions of the American Re- 
vision Committee and gives a running con- 
cordance of similar subjects. 

“My whole object has been to systematize 
the study of the Bible,’ said the compiler. 
**‘Perfect harmony is shown in the present 
order by the cross reference of paragraphs. 
I have arranged a chronological! structure of 
all from the gospels, with reasons for ther 
present order. A clear distinction is drawn 
between synchroncus and merely parallel 
passages. Matthew’s order is shown to 
have been controlled by the element of 
personal testimony. The Judean and Perean 
ministries are clearly defined. Events are 
localized by small maps, and all dates cor- 
respond with the requirements of history, 
prophecy and astronomical motion.’’ 

What Mr. Shearer means by astronom- 
ical motion is a fleld for exploration in it- 
self. From the depths of his stupendous 
researches he has evolved what he calls 
the ancient astrology of Moses and the 
Bible. By th's he computes time from the

act years of Bible facts and prove the cor- 
rectness of biblical declarations. In other 
words, he proves the correctness of the 
Bible from the Bible itself. He claims that 
the word “signs,” in Genesis 1:14, refers to 
a proof of inspiration at the beginning of 
the twentieth century after Christ, proving 
the creation point to be just where Moses 
placed it by all the requirements of present 
heavenly motion, according to the demands 
of astronomy. These important astronomi- 
cal facts have been already examined and 
approved by the British Chronological As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Shearer’s new system of pronuncia- 
tion, which involves no change of spelling, 
is a feature of his “Harmonized Jesta- 
ment.”” Every word and name can be prop- 
erly pronounced at a glance by means of 
the little phonetic characters accompanying 
them. 

Bishop Tuttle of St. Louls has said of 
Mr. Shearer’s Bible: 

“There ts no marring of his great work 
by any appearance of what may be styled 
a denominational or sectional view.”

HERE is a proposition on foot to make 
a. Twelfth street the grandest thoroughfare 
in the world. 

It is a colossal scheme, but easily within the 
power of accomplishment in the next five years, 
and it would make St. Louis the envy of every 
American city. 

It was always intended that Twelfth street 
should be the central] boulevard in a business 
sense in the city. That is why it was made 110 
feet wide from Market to St. Charles originally, 
with the understanding that it was to be ex- 
tended to Washington avenuue at least. For 
more than twenty-five years various attempts 
have been made to carry out just what the Dill 
now before the Assembly proposes, and pub- 
lic spirited citizens have insisted that the widen- 
ing should extend at least to Franklin avenu€on 
‘the north and Clark avenue on the south. 

But the future that is now contemplated for 
Twelfth street is on a much larger scale and 
‘comes from Water Commissioner Holman, whose 
ebility as an engineer is acknowledged both in 
this country and in Europe. 

“IT knew there would be a fuss,’’ said Mr. Hol- 
man, “whene the Board of Public Improve- 
ments sent the Twelfth street ordinance to the 
‘Assembly, though it covered such a short space 
of dirt. While I agreed to the ordinance, if I 
had my way I would have sent in a much more 
eweeping ordinance. 

“T would like to see Twelfth street widened 
from Chouteau avenue to Cass avenue, the same 
width it is from Market to Locust street. Then 
I would build a viaduct across the railroad 
tracks the same width as the street. 

“The street would be quite a mile long and 
paved with asphalt, with brilliant lights at night 
it would be one of the most magnificent thor- 
oughfares in the world. It would be the great cen- 
ter of business, retail business, I should think,

|. How the Discovery Was Made. | 


The discovery for the cure of Deafness 
was given to the people in 1894. It came 
about in this way: 

In treating nose and throat diseases Doc-

V. The Causes of Deafness. 


Deafness, except in those rare cases 
wherein it is due to accident, is caused by 
disease affecting the throat. 

Pharyngitis, Laryngitis, Rhinitis, 
Bronchitis and all the 
many diseases affecting the mem- 
brane of the throat may result in Deaf- 


ness. 

Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Typhoid 
Fever produce inflammation of the 
throat, which often extends to the ear 
tubes and causes Deafness. 

Measles, Chicken-pox and Small-pox 
and’ other zymotic diseases, producing 
in the same manner inflammation of 
the throat, may result in Deafness. 

Any disease affecting the throat may pro- 
duce Deafness. More than 90 per cent of the 
cases of Deafness are the direct result of 
diseases affecting the throat. 

Deafness is also caused by the introduc- 
tion of irritating medicines, by experimental 
surgery, consisting of probing, cutting end 
in some cases by the administration of 
wrong imternal medicines in heavy doses, 
such as quinine and salycilic ecid. 

Curing disease in the throat will not re- 
lieve Deafness that has resulted from the 


disease.

Sixteen years ago, when Doctor Copeland 
first made a specialty of diseases of the ear, 
doctors relied entirely on operations and 
forcible dilation of the ear tubes. 

Specialists in America and Europe used 
knife, catheter and air bags. 7 

They cut out bones in the middle ear. 

They bored holes in the ear drums. 

They drove instruments through the nose 
into the ear tubes to force or pry them open, 

They forced air through the drums of the 
ears. 

They blew medicines against the walls of 
the throat in the form of liquid “sprays.” 

No bénefit was received from these harsh 
methods. 

Persons only slightly deaf were thus made 
completely deaf. 

Inflammation in the ears was set up, the 
ear drums were destroyed, abscesses 
formed. 

Lifelong injury and suffering were inflict- 
ed, deafness was intensified. 

That was the course then, as it Is now, 
of the authorized methods of the schools. 

That was why doctors d!d not cure Deaf- 


— UL What Is the Ear? 


The ear to many people is simply the 
outer appendage attached like a shell to 
each side of the head. 

Sut thig outer appendage is merely a de- 
vice to arrest sound waves and protect the 
ear channel running into the head, into 
which sound is directed. 

The actual ear is a mechanical arrange- 
ment inside the head. 

Two tubes or air passages unite with this 
mechanism.” 

One is from the outer ear, into which 
you can insert the tip of your little finger. 

The other is from the upper and back part 
of the throat and is called the tube ol 
Eustachias or Eustachian tube. 

A curtain of living tissue stretched tight- 
ly and called the ear-drums separates these 
two passageways. 

The mechanism consists of the ear-drum, 
the bones connected therewith and the 
nérvee that run from the drum to the brain. 

If you stick your fingers in your ears or 
otherwise shut out the free passage of air 
in the outer ways -to the ear-drum, you 
cannot hear. 

If you choke up the inner or Eustachian 
passages to the ears, you cannot hear. 

Why? 

Because there must be an equai air pres- 
sure on each side of the membranous cur- 
tan or ear drum to make it vibrate and 
thus telegraph sound to the brain along the 
nerve wires. 

The ear drum is like any other drum. 
Jf it has free air pressure on both sides a 
concussion upon its surface will cause a 
resonant sound. 


IV. Not Mechanics, but Medication 


There are two ways of freeing a gas- 
pipe choked with frozen earth. 

One is to run an iron rod through it. 

This makes a small channel and allows 
a diminished quantity of gas to flow 
through. 

The other ts to pags the vapor of alcohol 
Into the pipe. 

The vapor strikes the frozen earth, 
softens and melts first one bit and then 
another until the whole frdzen mass crum- 
bles by degrees into a fine powder and the 
pipe is free again. 

When force is used to free a frozen pipe 
a damaged pipe is the result. 

Where an alcohol vapor is used to free a 
pipe no damage is done. 

It is the same with deafness. 

When force is used to open the closed 
ear channe.s, damage is done. 

What follows? 

Intense pain. 

Inflammation. 

Earache, 

Abacesses. 

Permanent injury. 

Where medicated vapor is -.sed no harm 
results. 

By its use the obstruction is removed a 
little at a time until it ts all absorbe” or 
carried away. 

The diseased surfaces are healed ‘

VI. Noises in the Head. 


If you have grasped the subject so far a 
word will explain head noises. 

Noises in the head are the forerunner of 
deafness. 9 

Before you noticed that you were getting 
hard of hearing you were annoyed by head 
noises. 

They sounded like: 

Low breathing. 

Escaping gas. 

Insects s'nging. 

The murmur of a brook. 

The waves of the sea, 

Niagara Falls. 

Steam whistles, 

Ringing of bells, 

Loud talking. 

Ripping and hissing. 

Loud explosions. 

Bombs and rockets. 

Cannon firing. 

When the Eustachian tubes begin to block 
up, air is imprisoned between the closure 
of the air passage and the ear drum. 

The movement of this air either through 
the obstruction or between the obstruction 
and the drum causes these noises. 

Why are they so loud? 

Go into a cavern; block up the entrance 
behind you; shout loudly. 

The shout deafens you with ita force. 

The entire cave echoes and re-echoes, 

It comes back to you multiplied and con- 
fused in a mass of discordant sounds, 

This is what occurs in the Eustachian 
tubes when disease forms an obstruction in 
them. 

Head noises either indicate a condi. 


tion of impaired hearing or that the 
hearing is going to fail. 

Their disappearance indicates the 
passing away of the condition that 
caused the Deafness.

‘Circuit Attorney Talks of Ex- 
isting Evils. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR ST.LOUISANS 


ANOTHER COURT, MORE POLICE 
AND LESS LENIENCY SHOWN 
BY THE GOVERNOR NEEDED. 


WHEELS OF JUSTICE CLOGGED. 


Dockets So Overburdened Prisoners 
Are Alowed to Plead to Almost 
Anything—Bondsmen  Re- 
leased From Obligations. 


“That article in the Post-Dispatch on 
the habitual criminal law was timely and 
contained valuabla information,” said Cir- 
cult Attorney Eggers to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “It will be of assistance to me 
in indicting some of the prisoners, and 
wherever the evidence can be 
obtained, indictments will be presented in- 
cluding that count. 

“As the Post-Dispatch pointed out we 
mre greatiy handicapped by the lack of a 
Yund to bring witnesses, where it is essen- 
tial, to identify the ex-convict, as the same 
man who has served a term. Other cities 
have money for this purpose, why cannot 
we? Unless a man indicted under the 


habitual criminal act can be identified by 
the St. Louis detectives, police or court 
officers, we cannot convict. No matter 
how dangerous a criminal, or*~how desirable 
that he should be permanently retired from 
society, our hands are tied if it happens 
that he was not convicted in St. Louis. Our 
detectives are sent for to go a thousand 
miles to identify ex-convicts and all their 
expenses are paid, while we have no money 
to as much as send for a guard from the 
Jefferson City penitentiary. 

“Another trouble is in being unable to 
promptly try prisoners. The two crimina® 
divisions of the Circuit Court are not 
enough. Continuances for lack of time to 
try are granted daily; and cases have to 
be set and reset several times before they 
can possibly be reached. The dockets for 
February, for instance, are full of cases 
Which have been awaiting trial for sev- 
eral months, and many have been reset 
several times. 

“We need another criminal division. It 
Beems to me that it would be a good and 
paying investment on the part of the mer- 
chants of St. Louis to subscribe to a fund 
to maintain another court. 

“The crowded conditice of the dockets 
is one reason why pleas for a lesser grade 
of crime than charged are often accepted. 
and a prisoner let off with six months or a 
year in the Workhouse, who ought to b® 
Bent. to the penitentiary. This acceptance 
of pleas of guilty to a lower grade of of- 
Tense, although rendered necessary under 
present .conditions, works doubly to tne 
advantage of the criminal, and to the dis. 
advantage of society. The criminal escapes 
his just dues, and.he also escapes a record 
which could be used against him in the 
future. 

Several confirmed criminals ougnt to fig- 
ure in vour published list of ex-convicis if 
they had been punished as they descrved. 
Whose names are not there. The notorious 
Buck O'Malley, Heffernan and others are 
cases in point. Their records show several] 
Workhouse sentences imposed in the Crim- 
final Court. That means, of course, that in 
each case they were indicted for a felony, 
which, on conviction, carrie] with tt a pene 
fitentiary sentence, but were allowed to 

lead guilty and escape with a few months 
m the Workhouse. Such .men, although 
habitual criminals, cannot be indicted as 
Buch, because they have no penitentiary 
record. 

“Then the police force is too small alto- 
wether for the area to be cov- 
ered, There are. beats in the West 
find -& Ilarge that three officers 
could hardly patrol them effectually; vet 
one man is expected to cover them. It takes 
one man most of his time to wal.t once over 
his beat, and hours elapse. before he will ve 
@t any given point a second time, Profea- 
sional burglars, thieves and robbers know 
the situation and take advantage of it. 

“Then there are places especially favora- 
ble to holdups which should be specially 
rotected, but which are not. There is the 
welfth street bridge, for instance. In spite 
of its proximity to police headquarters it is 
one of the most favorable spots in the city 
for a holdup. Only recently a citizen jumped 
from the bridge to escape a robber’s pistol, 
and died from his injuries, This week an- 
other holdup occurred there. Everything is 
favorable to the robber. There are no houses, 
nor intersecting streets to offer a possible 
rotection to the victim. Where there are

“The Governor has remitted no less than 
three forfeitures, aggregating $1500, for 
Hoeffner, the professional bondsman. John 
H. Pohlman was on the bond of George 
Tandy, an habitual criminal. The Governor 
remitted the forfeiture. Another he remit- 
ted for Nick Griffin, and so it goes. This 
sort of thing is discouraging to the Circuit 
Attorney, and there is no reason in it. 
“Another flagrant case, where almost in- 
decent haste was used, was the remission 
of the forfeiture of a bond Jim Cronin was 
on. The bond was forfeited in the Court 
of Criminal Correction. In the ordinary 
course execution would not issue, nor any 
attempt made to collect until certified to 
the clerk of this court. When it reached 
the clerk of this court the remission was 
there ahead of it. The excuse given by the 
Governor was that Cronin had gone on the 
bond without fee or reward, but this is no 
g00d reason, and if remissions were to be 
expected on such grounds it would merely 
simplify bond-giving and make bond-jump- 
ing a perfectly safe game.

CYPRESS TREES SCREAM OUT.

The singng was led by 
Mr. R. O. Bolt, the hymns including such 
favorites as “Stand Up for Jesus,”’ “‘Rock 
of Ages” and “Just as I am.’”’ The open- 
ing prayer was briefly said by Rev. Dr. 
Hendricks. 


Mr. Meyer’s sermon occupied nearly an 
hou: in delivery. The strength of his elo- 
quence sxems to lie altogether jn the soft- 
ness of his voice and the picturesqueness of 
his lenguage. He talks rapidly and with 
apparent ease. He rarely rises to a climax 
by an increase of vocal sound, but rather 
approaches it with a whisper, followed by 
an interesting dramatic silence. 

The preacher selected for wis series of 
word-pictures last night the description 
contained in Isaiah of Sennacherib’s assault 
upon Hezekiah and the city of Jerusalem. 

“When that chapter was written,” he 
said, “‘Israel was passing through a critical 
point in her history, and you can almost 
hear the scream of the cypress trees and 
the sighs of the cedars of Lebaron as the 
200,000 soldiers march along to the Holy 
City. Hezekiah had sent out 4 tribute, and 
Semnacherib took the money, but laughed 
and moved steadily forward: The harsh 
voices of the soldiers were already singing 
in the ears of the beleaguered people, who 
crowded into the city with their wives and 
children, their horses and belongings. 

“When the soldiers of my .own country 
were penned in Lucknow by the mutinous 
Sepoys they knew the heart of England was 
beating for them and that rescue would 
come. But Jerusalem had no ally. The 
surrounding countries looked with glad- 
ness on her unfortunate situation. 

“The only man who kept a level head 
was Isaiah, for he said: ‘You can besiege 
our walls and make us athirst, but you 
can’t cut off our communication with 
heaven. The Lord is amongst us. He will 
Save us.’ 

“And that brings me to the thought that 
before taking there must be salvation; be- 
fore salvation consecration. You must take | 
the Lord as your judge, your law-giver and 
your king. Have you done that? 

“I was 12 years a minister before I put 
Christ definitely in my heart as judge, law- 
giver and King. Before you go to your 
card party do you stop to think whether 
you are acting according to Christ’s judg- 
ment? Is God in the saloon and the billiard 
hall? If you want to go toecard part.es 
and saloons go, but don’t say you are a 
Christian. Don’t pretend to belong to the 
church and yet do such things. What a 
pity the church is so lax in discipline that 
people who want to get a character can 
hang onto its skirts.’’ 

The preacher here gave rapid and beau- 
tiful sketches of the men and women who 
led pure and blameless lives in the midst 
of contending passions and ever-present 
temptations, 

‘Rich men,” he said, “‘are often galleys 
with oars, that let the enemy silently un- 
der the walls of the church. A millionaire 
in the pew is not an unmit'gated blessing. 
He may give you his money, but he ex- 
pects you wilj hear what he has to say 
about managing the church, and he gen- 
erally Knows more of finances than of re- 
ligion. 

‘In this country you have not to contend 
with the union of church and state. Here 
vour churches are sustained by clever men 
with money, sometimes, by solo-singing, by 
great choirs and now and then by sensa- 
tional methods. Why since I cume to this 
city I have read of things that ought not 
to be tolerated—among them, I believe, a 
cake-walk for the benefit of the church. 
That’s what Christ died for, I suppose? I 
want you to pledge yourselves to come out 
of such churches if you cannot right mat- 
ters. We must get back to the Holy Ghost. 
“IT stood to-day on the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi, the greatest river | have ever seen. 
It plows grandly along, sweeping away the 
refuge of your great cities, supplying fresh- 
ness and moisture to the productive soll of 
your wonderful valley. That is the Holy 
Spirit—a river whose head is in Pentecost 
and whose mouth is in eternity, sweeping 
through your city to-night.” 

On the subject of prayer the preacher 
rather startled his hearers when he said: 
“Do you know, a man may pray too much. 
There is a time when the prayer of en- 
treaty and supplication must give way (to 
the prayer of apprehension. There is no 
need to wrestle with God for his g:fts of 
merey and love. He offers them to ysu,;

Quantities of early vegetables are com- 
ing in from New Orleans and vicinity by 
express—going to whow that the blizzards 
which visited Florida with such disastrous 
results amounted to only insignificant 
frosts in and around the Crescent City. 
Strawberries would be coming. here freely 
now from Florida but for the blizzards 
which cut them off three weeks ago. 

Regarding the present orange crop of 
California and the-—probable output five 
years hence in the Stafe, some interesting 
Statistics were furnished in a paper read at 
the State Fruit Growers’ meeting by E. W. 
Holmes of River Side. He places the ship- 
ments for the season 1897-98 at 12,000 cars 
and the crop of 1895-99 at 15,000 carloads. 
Five years hence he predicts the output 
will be 35,000 cars if no calamity cuts down 
the orchards or crops. He declared the 
present acreage of California was sufficient 
without the aid of Florida or the Mediter- 
ranean countries to supply a much larger 
market than America is likely to furnish. 
With these figures before him he hints that 
further investments in this direction will 
prove disastrous. 


The egg market is full of life, and regu- 
lar shipments East are fairly started. Dur- 
ing the next two months a great deal of 
money will be paid out here for eggs, and 
the season of 1898 will:likely break all for- 
mer records in the matter of receipts, sales 
and shipments. At least five firms will be 
daily buyers, and several other houses will 
become competitors to some extent. 


Pecans and shellbark hickory nuts have 
shown, during the past few weeks, the low- 
e:t prices ever Known here. It’s true thut 
two years ago, when another great crop 
loomed up, that pecans were almost as low 
as they are now, but the following season 
disclosed the best prices in years, and thus 
the two extremes were as ciose as they 
could possibly be. This year should be the 
“oft’’. year again, and should the yield 

rove as light as that of 1896 there would 

e immense profits resulting from buying 
now at current quotations. One dealer 
‘“struck it rich’ two years ago, and he 
may improve the present opportunity to do 
likewise. Shellbarks at 35 cents a bushel 
break all records for low prices. 


The cabbage market seems to be in a bad 
way. It has been hard for investors to 
come out even when the stock came througn 
in good order from the East, but now, 
with considerable of it frozen, the losses 
are serious. The outlook for the new crop 
in the South is far from bright at thts 
time. Good stock from New Orleans, large 
crates of sound heads, can be had for about 
enougn to cover freight charges and com- 
missions. Florida, which is now fairly 
Started, finds no paying opening here. The 
old cabbage is so cheap and good that the 
shippers of the new crop are compelled to 
avoid most of the big markets and will have 
to continue to do so until the visible supply 
is largely reduced. , 


The supply of turkey has proven larger 
than anybody expected, and the trade has 
been surprised at the big receipts of the 
last two weeks. The result is that prices 
of choice fat stock have been lower than at 
any time this winter or season, and the 
birds continue to come and considerable of 
them are st ll held back for better prices. 
The demand for chickens has been good 
right along and prices have been good, all 
things considered. 


Holderg of apples are not enthusiastic 
over the situation. Time is fleeting, but the 
demand is too slow to satisfy anybody, and 
it looks as ‘f nothing short of a deep cut 
in prices will insure anything like a free 
movement of the fruit. The row over the 
American apple at German ports contrib- 
utes to the misery of the situation. There 
's some hope of a better feeling soon in the 
Eastern markets.

Active Trading Was Done All Aloug 
the Line and the Stock Mar- | 
ket Was Active.

NEW YORK, Feb 56.—On animated and ac- 
tive trading the stock market this morning 
showed noteworthy strength. While the 
degree of improvement was not uniform, 
advances were common and in gome cases 
notable. There was little that? was actually 
new in the duy’s developments, and the 
market’s strength seemed to reflect the 
cumulative effect of 'the several important 
events of the week. The dealings were unh- 
commonly well distributed throughout the 
list, active trading being noted inthe 
Granger shares, the Vanderbilt stocks, 
Union Pacific, Northern Pacific and General 
Electric. Sugar Refining aiso showed an 


enlarged interest, and in the bond division 
of the market the dealings were heavy 
so. The decided strength of General slec- 
tric was on gtatements believed to be 
trustworthy tnat the preliminary steps were 
taken to fund the accrued dividends on the 
preferred stock, which waen carried out 
would allow the common stock to derive 
the benetit of the surplus earnings of the 
company. Michigan Central was the con- 
spicuous factor of the Vanderbilt group, 
and, together with Canada Southern, aa- 
vanced on the belief that those roads wouid 
be embraced in a further project for the 
amalgamation of the Vanderbilt lines. The 
Granger shares were More active than for 
some time and were strong, with bBurling- 
ton & Quincy in the lead, the special 
strength of the latter being due to the an- 
ticipations of on increase in the rate of diyi- 
dend. T'ae London quotations for American 
stocks showed smali advances, as a rule, 
but the moderate foreign dealings in this 
market were on both siaes of Une account, 

By reason of the very large increase in 
deposits on account cniefly of increases 
in loans the surplus reserves of the bank 
showed a decrease to-day of $827,0W. ‘ney 
still hold nearly $35,000,000 in excess of the 
lawful requirements. 

The financial week has not been an event- 
ful one, although vhe dealings on the Stock 
Exchange have fallen away and the gen- 
eral movement of prices has ‘been some- 
what sluggish. Still the continued ease in 
the money market, the end of Which can- 
not be seen, and the weil maintained traf- 
fic returns of the railways serve to avert 
liquidation, and if the general price level 
might make suggestions of caution perti- 
nent to speculators on the long side, on the 
other hand, there is nothing now in sight 
to warrant commitments on the other side 
of the account, 

Among the important incidents of the 
week was the defeat of the Teller silver 
resolution in the House of Representa- 
tives, and the formal announcement of the 
projected absorpiion of the Lake Shore by 
the New York Central Company, while the 
presence in London of the foremost Amer- 
ican financier has as usual resulted in the 
placing there of large amounts of securi- 
ties in the hands of investors. The sales 
include, it is said, large amounts of Read- 
ing, Erie and Northern Pacific securities. 
An interesting announcement was that re- 
garding the arrangement by which the mi- 
nority stock of the Susquehanna & West- 
ern Co. will be exchanged into Erie stock, 
the preferred shares of the first named 
receiving 8 per cent in Erie preferred and 
the ccanmon stock receiving share for 
share. The declaration of the Northern 
Pacific dividend on Tuesday had ‘been fore- 
shadowed and the statement of the man- 
agement accompanying it, while needlessly 
conservative, still threw some light on the 
marvellous recuperatuve ‘powers of the 
Northwestern lines. : 

It is not generally known ‘that the North- 
ern Pacific company has partly financed its 
recent purchases of Seatile, Lake Shore & 
Eastern by the sale of 40,000 shares of pre- 
fered stock heretofore held in the treasury. 
It is understood that the stock was taken 
at about the current market prices by a 
financier who should be familiar with its 
worth. In the company’s last annual re- 
port there appears among the treasury as- 
sets $4,086,000 of its own preferred stock, 
which was rated on the books as worth 
30. As ‘tthe company realized over 67 for 
the stock, fits investment in Seattle, Lake 
Shore & Eastern may be marked down in 
cost to that extent. Union Pacific securi- 
thes have been @moneg the active features 
of the market, 'the new preferred stock and 
4 per cent bonds ‘thaving ‘been regularly 
dealt in on tthe Stock Exchange for the 
first time this week. Both of these securi- 
ties have a brie@ht future. In the last 12 
years the property included in the reorgan- 
ized system has shown average net earn- 
ings of over $7,100,000, which amount would 
show a surplus of about $600,000 over the 
dividend of 4 ~ | cent to Which the pre- 
ferred is entitied, Furthermore, with the 
unity of interest now existing in the man- 
agement of transcontinental lines, the vexa- 
tious and costly wars of rates of tthe pasit 
decade wll be brought to an end. Indica- 
tions ‘that certain banking interests are 
looking tnto Paltimore & Ohio affairs, with 
a view to undertaking the reorganization 
of ithe property, ‘have led to increased ac- 
tivity in the stock in tthe week's deal- 
lings. 

It -s doubtful if the Paltimore & Ohio can 
be operated safely for less than 70 per 
cent of its gross earnings, which would 
leave net earnings on the gross returns ot 
$7,800,000. The present fixed charges of the 
company are approx'mately the same 
amoumt. This fact probably accounts for 
the current reports that the plan of reor- 
ganization sald to be maturi-g contem: lates 
a scaling of the tnterest on the bonds. A 
reorganization which will solve the problem 
involved in this case will be a motable 
ach‘evement and will rank ‘thigh in finan- 
cha] history.

The exports of wheat and flour from both

The .foreign demand is less active, and 
the comparatively heavy English farmers’ 
deliveries, with the free offerings of Ind.an 
and Argentine wheat, have caused a decline 
a the English and continental mar- 

The low grades of wheat appear to be 
going into the hands of millers and ex- 
porters, while contract grades are accumu- 
lating, as there is nothing to verify the re- 
ported sales of cash wheat by the Leiter 
crowd which have been so much talked of. 

So far there has been no serious damage 
to the grow!ing crop by drouth, rains, cold 
or heat in any part of the world, and re- 
ports from all parts of this country, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, are exception- 
ally encouraging. 

Thoman’s crop report was bearish, both 
in regard to the prospects for the growing 
crop and the amount of wheat in farmers’ 
hands, and if his views prove correct we 
will not only have an abundance of whegt 
to supply all demands until] the new ore 
becomes available, but with a continuation 
of the present favorable conditions the win- 
ter wheat crop of the United States for 
1898 will be the largest ever grown. 

The demand for flour in the Northwest is 
reported ‘mproving, but local traders report 
business dull with little improvement, either 
in the movement or prices.

In estimating the stocks and probable re- 
quirements, statisticians seem to have com- 
pletely overlooked the important factor of 
the enforced. economy in the consumption 
of wheat dur'!ng the last year and which 
will continue as long as prices are kept 
at anywhere near their present level. 

German and French millers report similar 
conditions existing in those countries. and 
a prominent local miller says that there has 
been a heavy falling off in the per capita 
consumption of wheat even in this country. 

India ts shipping quantit’es of,wheat from 
her reserves, as she has not yet harvested 
her crop, and even New Zealand is reported 
to have some wheat for export.

RECOLLECTIONS OF SULLY. 
How on Several Occasions the Big Fel- 
low Showed the Pluck and Good 
Heart That Was in Him. 


This has been a lively week in the local 
pugilistic line, the bouts in the Oriental 
Theater having set all tongues wagging in 
that direction. 

Opinion is still divided on the decision 
rendered by Referee Mooney, and the gen- 
eral opinion is that he acted fairly when 
he called the Tracey-Douglas bout a draw. 

Douglas’ friends, however, are claiming 
that he had the best of the bout and that 
Mooney should have given him the decis- 
ion. 

All of this talk will doubtless lead to an- 
other match between the two, and /f it Is 
made ‘t is not likely that Tracey will give 
Douglas as much weight as he did last 
Thursday. 

Should he be so liberal he had better have 
a care, else Douglas may put out his light 
for all time. 


The big item this week in the world of 
pugilism was the announced retirement 


from the ring of James J. Corbett and John 
L. Sullivatr.. 

There are some who imagined that Sully 
had retired since that night long ago 
when he lay with his nose in the sand in 
the Olympic Club's ring at New Orleans. 

There are a few here in St. Louis who 
remember the speech John made that night 
when he said: “The old man went up 
against it once too often. He was beaten, 
but by an American.’’ 

That night marked the beginning of the 
prosperous career enjoyed for years after- 
wards by Corbett and it also marked the 
actual retirement of Sullivan. 

But it would appear from the announce- 
ment made by John this week that he did 
not retire then, that he has been on earth 
all this time and that those who believed 
he had quit the business were only in a 
trance, 

But, after all, it is to be regretted that 
John L. has retired even at this late day. 

Sully was no jawsmith, but a fighter of 
the old school, ready to fight for chalk, 
marbles or money at any time and with- 
out reference to the size of his opponent, 
the location of the battle ground or any- 
thing of that sort. 

His pluck was pretty well shown when he 
met Kilrain at Richburg, Miss., thaf fear- 
ful day in July. In the early part of their 
battle Sullivan, fat as a prize beef. became 
sick at his stomach and Kilrain, noting his 
condition, said: 

“John this is terrible. I'll quit with you 
right now if you like,” meanng that not- 
withstanding Sullivan’s condition he was 
willing to consent to a draw. Sully, in- 
stead of accepting this proposition, 
laughed and said: “I'm blowing off steam 
now, Jake. In about a minute I’ll make 
you quit.”’ 


/ 

But that was only one time when John 
showed the pluck there was in him. When 
he met Corbett he was not so big nor fat as 
when he met Kilrain, but this weight he 
had given up at the expense of h's strength 
and general health. So when he faced Cor- 
bett he was in no shape at all, and after 
fighting Jim for twenty rounds he fell with 
his nose in the sand, more through sheer 
exhaustion than anything else. Still it was 
this khattle that gave Corbett whatever rep- 
utation he had and which made for him a 
fortune. 

Sully was a magnanimous fighter, too, 
one never willing to take an unfair advan- 
tage of his opponent. He proved this when 
he mét Paddy Ryan at Mississippi City. In 
the last round of their battle, when Sulli- 
van had Ryan at his mercy, instead of 
poniening him further he simply pushed 
lim down and out with his open hand. Sul- 
livan was in his prime then, the greatest 
fighter of phe century, and it was predictet 
then that Me would not be beaten by any of 
the fighters of his day. This prophesy was 
fulfilled and John’s colors were not lowered 
until Jim Corbett met h'm in his old age. 
met him long after Sully’s epigastrium had 
commenced to expand, and when the was 
more fit to fight Barnum’s fat boy than 
a strong young fellow, such as Corbett un- 
doubtedly was then. 


Corbett says that he has quit the ring 
for good, and that theatrical life has a 
stronghold on Pompadour Jim is proven by 
his announcement that he is good enough 
actor to hold his own before the footlights 
without the assistance of his pugilistic repu- 
tation. 

The ex-champloin of the prize ring pro- 
duced hig new play, “The Adventurer.” at 
Peoria, this week, and was so pleased 
with his success in it that he announced 
his retirement from the prize ring and pro- 
claimed himself a sure enough actor. “If,” 
said Jim, “I make the success of this play 
that I think I will nothing can induce me 
to take up pugilism again. I am done with 
the bus'ness anyway, and will hereafter 
devote my entire attention to acting. There 
is only one man I care to fight, and that is 
Fitzsimmons, and now I am tired of trying 
to arrange another match with him. I have 
done everything I possibly could to meet 
him, have made him proposition after 
proposition, and he does not seem to care 
to meet me. L wanted to fight him again, 
but now that he has refused I will not 
bother my head about him longer, having 
decided to quit the business. I think I wil]! 
never change my mind on the matter. I 
have always been ambitious to become an 
actor, and my friends assured me that I am 
getting along well. With the encouragement 
they have given me and the assurance from 
Mr. Carleton, the playwright, that I am 
succeeding as an interpreter of his work, 
I feel confident that I will have no future 
use for pugilism. In fact I have decided 
— to leave the ring for good and 
a)l.’’ 


While Corbett and Sullivan were giving 
up the ring for the stage this week Kid 
McCoy was doing just the opposite. Said 
the Kid this week when told of Corbett’s 
retirement from the roped arena: “I wish 
Corbett every success. He is a good actor. 
As for myself, I have reached the conclu- 
sion that a good fighter cannot be a good 
actor. Neither can a good actor be a good 
fighter. I am a fighter and am not an 
ector. Therefore, on Saturday night, I will 
bid good-bye to the footlights,
